Prince Henry at a 
“Dutch” Dinner. 
New York German So- 
ciety Does Honors. 


Mrs. Ogden Mills Entertains 
Him at Luncheon. 


German People Pleased With 
Prince’s Reception—Brit- 
ish are Sarcastic. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
EW YORK, March 48.—Prince 
Henry. was the guest of the Ger- 
man Society of the City of New 

York at its annual dinner at the Wal, 

dorf-Astoria tonight. 

The large banquet hall was beauti- 
fully draped, over the guest table be- 
ing two immense German and Ameri- 
ean flags around the German imperial 
eagle, which was studded with electric 
lights. Al! around the hall were Ger- 
man and American fags and blue ban- 
ners with the names ofeach State of 
the Union. The table of honor was 
burdened with American Beauty roses 
and smilax. The other tables were lib- 
erally provided with flowers. 

There were 750 guests in the hall 
when Prince Henry was escorted in by 
President Schwab and the Reception 
Committee. All arose and loudly ap- 
plauded the Prince. 

There were approximately one thous- 
and guests at the dinner, 250 of whom 
were accommodated in the Astor gal- 
lery, which adjoins the main banquet 
hall. The dimner in the large hall was 
concluded at 10 o'clock, after which the 
overfiow from the Astor galler? was 
admitted. President Schwab proposed 
& toast to the health of the President 
of the Uited States, which was drunk 

ing. He then proposed the health 
forth 

PRESIDENT SCHWAB'S SPEECH. 

Mr. Schwab sald: “Our society cel- 
ebrates this evening the 118th year of 
its existence. It was founded tin the 
first year of the political independence 


of our country. Its first president was 
Gen. Von Steuben, the friend and ad- 
viser of Washington, and one of the 
great actors in the Revolutionary War. 

“When our nation waé still weak and 
the population of the city was still 
small, the German society took part 
in the year 1794, as a bedy, in the erec- 
tion of fortifications on Governor's 
Island for protection against external 
enemies, for at that time a new war 
with England was threatened. In the 
minutes of the society we find an en- 
try of that year, according to which 
all members of the society, with their 
president at the head, and with musie 
and flags flying, marched down Broad- 
way to Whitehall, where they took ves- 
sel for Governer’s Island, and there 
worked during the day under direction 
of the engineers and of the Mayor of 
the city, in the erection of earthworks. 
During our Civil War, the German So- 
clety showed its patriotic seympathy 
through the collection of money and 
provisions for the sick and wounded 
soldiers of our armies.” 

At the conclusion of his speech; Mr. 
Schwab presented to Prince Henry @& 
beautiful album, on behalf of the so- 
clety. He then proposed the health of 
the Prince and ealled for a “Long may 
he live,” which was responded to with 
great warmth. 

THE PRINCE PRESENTED. 

The Prince was then presented to the 
diners. He wore the dress uniform of 
a German admiral and spoke in Ger- 
man. His address was very brief. He 
said the reception he received tonight 
was a new and additional proof of the 
friendliness and enthusiasm with which 
he had been received and regarded in 
every quarter of the United States he 
had visited. He expressed his deep ap- 
preciation of the demonstrations of 
friendliness and kind feeling. He de- 
he thought the German 
society would do much toward extend- 
ing and improving the kindly senti- 
ment. 


CARL SCHURZ TALKS. 

Carl Schurz was the /next speaker, 
and his address was loudly applauded. 
The speaker reviewed what German- 
born citizens had done for the Union 
during the Civil War, referred to the 
sympathy of Prussia with the Union 
cause, spoke of the present friendly re- 
lations of Germany and the United 
States and continued: “And what has 
become of the goading and nagging at- 
tempts to stir up il! feeling here and 
there, ascribing to the German govern- 
ment designs fo intrude as a land 
grabber into the American sphere, and 
attributing to us here a ruffianly itch- 
ing to see in conflict the new war ficets 
of the two countries—as if such a com- 
bat were only a football game between 
college students? Has not every sen- 
sible person long ago dismissed these 
goddings as puerile twaddle’? Likewise 
the well-worn legend ef a threatening 
coalition of the conti- 

“ef Europe the’ begtn- 
nig of our Spanish War—a coalition 
sald to have been under the leader- 
ship. or at least participated in by 
Germany, from which danger myste-

L PASO (Tex.) March 8.—{Exciv- 
E sive Dispatch.] The number of per- 

sons killed in yesterday morning's 
train k is still a matter of much 
uncertainty. The only authentic de- 
tails that can be obtained are from the 
railroad company’s officials, and they 
are doing as little talking s possible. 

The company now places the number 
of dead at twelve, but passengers say 
there were at least thirty who perished 
in the chair and smoker coaches. It 
is certain that lees than half a dozen 
escoped from these coaches, and they 
are certain that there were upward of 
forty occupying them. No new names 
of the dead were added to the list to- 
day. 

MOROSCO’S STORY. 

Oliver Morosco, manager of the Bur- 
bank Theater in Los Angeles, who was 
one of the uninjured passengers, tells 
a thrilling story of the wreck. He said 
this morning: 

“We were coming around a reverse 
curve in the form of a letter 8, when 
the train left the track. I was asleep 
at the time the accident happened. My 
wife heard the noise of the p@gine go- 
ing over the rails, and the Hitt thing 
I was awakened by a heavy jolt of the

“Then the groan 
dying came to my ears, and it was aw- 
ful. To my last day I will never for- 
get that awful scene of suffering and 
destruction. 

“The heat from the burning cars was 


| intense, and after the flames got fairly 


started the crowd was forced to keep 
well back. I think that the gas ap- 
paratus for heat was the cause of the 
fire starting so soon. 

MANY ACTS OF HEROISM. 

“There were many acts of heroism 
performed at the wreck. Men risked 
their lives in the flames to save some 
poor unfortunate who had been 
wounded and could not move without 
assistance. In the hurry and excite- 
ment many of them were not noticed. 
Saw one man save the lives of two 
women who were fastened in their 
berths in the tourist car. With the 
flames close upon him he worked like 
a madman until he them réleased, 
and then carried them out one at a 
time. To show how tmeane people be- 
come, here is an instance: A man in the 
tourist car was trying to save his little 
child when he met another man in the 
aisle, Both were‘crazy to pass. They 
came to blows, and the father dropped 
his child to strike... He never found it 
again. 

SMELL OF BURNING FLESH. 

“The Pullman car in which I was 
riding was burned. We saved a pri- 
vate car on the rear by pulling it 
away from the fire. If the Pullman 
had stayed on the track we could have 
saved it, or even if we had had some 
hand fire extinguishers. I walked 
around the train several times, and 
the smell of burning flesh was some- 
‘thing awful. We knew human beings 
were being literally cooked to death, 
though we were helpless to assist 
them. 

“I think the number of dead is fully 
. thirty. Dr. J. W. McMurray of Ohio 
did noble work among the wounded. 
He went from one group to another 
and tried to soothe their pain, no 
matter whether they were immigrants 
or tourist passengers.” . 

INJURED WILL ALL SURVIVE. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

EL PASO (Tex.) March (|(8.—The 
wreck of the Sunset Limited yesterday 
was much in evidence today, Many 
survivors of the eatastrophe were on 
the streets attired tn all kinds of gar- 
ments, with bandaged limbs and 
bruised bodies. The railroad  offi- 
clals have shown every possible at- 
tention to the unfortunate victima. 

The casualty list remains the same, 
and the doctors report that the in- 
jured will all survive. 

The officials were kept settling 
claims for injuries, and the loss of 
persona! property. Thousands of 
dollars were paid in claims, and most 
of the passengers have settied with 


the company. 
Tomorrow the funerals of Engineer 
Al C. Mast and Fireman Henry 


Bertach, who died at their posts, will 
‘be held in the city. The former was 
a Knight.Templar, and both men 
stood high in raliroad fraternal cir- 
cles. No other bodies were recovered, 
as all were cremated under the mass 
of débris which caught fire from the 
gdm in the tanks, and burned rapidly. 

Today all the trains are running, 
and only a blackened and twisted mass 
of iron and ashes marked the spot 
of the recent disaster.

There never had 
been any cancellation of the conces- 
sions and fran:hises, which the mart- 
time company had obtained from Costa 
Rica. and these concessions were ¢x- 
clusive. The canal could not be con- 
structed or operated without these 
coneessions in Costa Rica. 

He was asked what would be the ef- 
fect if the United States should ac- 
quire a concession from Costa Rica 
along the same route, and replied that 
it would be a violation of the com- 
pany’s concessions, but added that the 
company, while asserting its right to 
the concession, would not do so ob- 
sructively, as to prevent 
States from constructing the canal.

WITt: AMERICAN METHODS. ' 


IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRES) 
LONDON. March &.—{By Atlante 


Cable.] An interesting letter from Rud- 
yard Kipling has been published here. 
Dealing with the Philippines, he re- 
plied to a Shanghai correspondent who 
drew hts attention to American meth- 
ods in. those islands as flows: 

“All you say about the Philippines, 
the conflict there between the Ameri- 
cans, military and civil, and the pig- 
headedness of the military and their 
habit of setting “bulldogs to catch 
rabbits,’ is immensely cheering to me, 
because it is precisely what Wwe «are 
doing in South Africa. You cannot 
persuade a big country full of pros- 
perity that it does not know every- 
thing. When it has lost a few thous- 
and million pounds sterling, it may, if 
unusually enlightened, begin to under- 
etand that it has taken hold of the 
wrong end of the stick; but that is a 
gréat denl to hope for, and prehab'y 
will not come in our time. I am very 
glad to learn, on your showing, that 
the American seems to be ‘constitu- 
tionally incapate of admitting him- 
self wrong and frankly putting him- 
eelf tn the right,” because I did not 
like to think of the Amertcans as more 
logical than ourselves. Of course, what 
a new country wants is @ high-toned 
despot of unlimited powers and 2 bso- 
lute integrity, but as America ‘and 
Englend are both free people, we must 
muddle along. in the expensive, 
waste ul, but cheerful fashion that at- 
tends our methods.”

RUSSIA’S PRIMITIVE 
MODE OF EXECUTION. 


BROADAX IS STILL TRE OFFICIAL 
IMPLEMENT OF DEATH. 


Spectator Describes an Execution— 


Taken by Surprise by Swiftness of 
Executioner—All Over in an Instznt. 


[Washington Post:] Seventeenth-cen- 
tury methods still prevail in Prussia 
im the matter of the execution of crim. 
inals. The man sentenced there to suf- 
fer capital punishment is led to the 
fatal block and his head ts chopped 
off with identically the same sort of 
an ax as that which was used to put 
a period to the career of Charles I in 
the Tower of London in that fateful 
30th of January, 252 years ago. Prac- 
See the only difference between the 
twemleth-century execution and that 
of the time of Cromwell is that the 
condemned ig not put to death publicly. 

In many parts of the German Em- 
pire the guillogine has taken the place 
of the geliow# and the block, but in 
Prussia old-fashioned justice clings 
tenaciously to the old fashions, and 
not the rope nor the »automatic 
knife nor the power of electricity has 
been able fo displace the broadax as 
the law's official implement of death. 
The only concession made to modern 
Sentiment is in the garb of the exe- 
cutiouer. This functionary does not, as 
in earlier times, dress in doublet and 
hose and hide hif eneanguined idendity 
behind a frightsome mask. Instead, he 
appears at the execution garbed in a 
frock coat of somber hue and correct 
cut, and he wears upon his head, even 
when delivering the death stroke, a tal! 
silk hat. His three assistants are sim- 
llarly attired. Why ‘his garb was 
chosen no one can say authoritatively. 
It is one Of those things the origin of 
which appears to have been forgotten 
with the originato 

But it is the lawful costume, pre- 
scribed in the regulations, which apply 
also to the twelve civillan witnesses 
who must attend an execution, with 
the result that a stranger witness is 
unable to say until the ax has fallen 
which of the other fifteen silk-hatted 
frock-coated Individuals grouped about 
him is the man who lives by death. 

It is not often that a stranger is ad- 
mitted to an execution in Prussia. Dr. 
Henry Wesley of Baltimore, who haa 
just returned from a year's tour in 
Europe, was, through the influence of 
certain high officials in Prussia, 
chosen as one of the twelve civilians 
invited to witness the mortal finish 
of one Franz Deppe, who had been 
sentenced to death for murdering a 
seven-year-old girl. 

The execution took place in Fiens- 
burg, which is in Schiesewig-Holetein, 
near the Danish frontier. Deppe had 
been convicted on evidence purely cir- 
cumstantial. He was a sheep herder, 
and a beetie-browed, repulsive-looking 
man of medium size and of a low or- 
der of InteNigence. He was of extra- 


-ordinary strength physically, however, 


and it was expected that his finish 
would be marked by a remarkable 
scene when the executioner’s aselst- 
ants undertook to strap him to the 
block. The executioner, Herr Reindell, 
who travels from place to place in 
Pruesia as his Services are needed, had 
been warned to be on his guard with 
Deppe, and he had cautioned his as- 
sistants, all burley' men themselves, 
to be ready to seize and bind at the 
word. It was this situation which in- 
terested Dr. Wesley In the case.

‘Taking up the papers in the case, the 
First State’s Attorney read aloud in a 
dry, rasping voice the findings of the 
trial court and jury and the sentence of 
death. During the reading all the 
prison officials stood at attention, with 
right hand to cap visor. De stared 
duly into the face of the read®@r, as one 
without the faintest interest in the 
record, The affirmation of the sentence 
by the Court of Appeals was read in 
the same unpleasant voice, and then 
the paper which contained the refusal 
of the Emperor to extend executive 
clemency, and which ended with the 
words, ‘Given on board our yacht, the 
Hohensollern.” The State's Attorney 
heid this paper out before the doomed 


Deppe only shrugged his shoulders. 

“After a moment of impressive si- 
lence the State’s Attorney said: ‘Now, 
Deppe, do you, in the face of immediate 
death, desire to ease your conscience by 
free confession? Or do you still stick 
to your lie? The prisoner spoke then 
for the first time. ‘I have nothing to 
confess,’ he said. 

“Then came the dramatic moggEnt. 
The State's Attorney raised his*hand 
and said to Herr Reindell: ‘De your 
duty.” The executioner waved his hand 
at hie aseistant® On the instant one 
of them seized the coat and tore it 
fromthe shoulders of the condemned, 
the others, ome on each side, lifting 
Deppe at the same moment and throw- 
ing him prostrate on the block table. 
As his body fell into position, the as- 
sistant who had taken the coat fastened 
his hands in the condemn man's 
hair and stretched his neck out upon 
the block, holdi to it with all the 


force of which his strong arms were | 


capable. As the neck came in position 
Herr Reindell whisked the white cover- 
ing from ¢he table beside him with 
his left k gnd, and as he swung around 
with the same motion the ax ‘flashed 
into play and descended upon the bared 
neck just above the shoulders. It was 
done so quickly and so clear and clean 
was the cut that the condemned man's 
head was off and by the hands of the 
assistant, who had not released his hold 
upon it, was laid beside the block while 
we still were straining to meet the 
climax. 


“Herr Refndell, with a back swing 
from the block, laid his ax upon the 
table and drew the cover across it to 
hide the gore, saying at the same time: 
‘Mr. First State's Attorney, the sen- 
tence has been carried out.’

June 4, 1897, forest, reserve scrip was in- 
complete, when 
office, that the selector had no vested 
rights, and that practically his appii- 
cation was void from the beginning. 

Had thie decision been sustained 
the Secretary of the-Intertor, tho 
of stockmen, woo! growers and ranch- 
men generally would have been affected 
as to the selections of unsurveyed lands, 
for Congress, in July, 1900, enacted thag 
from and after October 1, 1900, Une 
surveyed lands were not eusceptible of 
selection by relinqulshment of forest 
reserve lands, hence if the commis- 
sioner’s ruling was held to be final, all 
incomplete selections filed prior to Oc- 
tober 1, 1900, would have become volé 
and the selectors would have lost their 
right to select unsurveyed lands. 

An appeal was at once taken to the 
Secretary of the Interior, who decides 
that no discrimination shall be made 
as against forest reserve lieu selections, 
by reagon of any technical defect in the 
original application, gs it has been held 
that in the absence of an intervening 
adverse claim, in all other classes of 
land entries, the entryman may perfect 
his clatm by furnishing such additional 
evidence as may be required in such 
vazces, and it is so held in cares of se 
lections under the act of June 4, 1897...

Schwab Says Study America. 

The difference between the wages 
paid British and American Jabor was | 
pointed out by Jesse Collings, M.P.., 


Birmingham Association of Mechan- 
ical Engineers, says the London Post. 
Mr. Collings showed that the increased 
prosperity of England compared with 
former times was mainly due to the 
increased output arising from the fn- 
troduction of labor-savinge machinery 
together with the improved transit 
facilities. He cOntended that the pro- 
posed restriction of the output was an 
economic fallacy which must be con- 
demned. Mr. Schwab, the secretary of 
the American steel trust, said the 
other day that the Americans pald 
twice as much wages as in England, 
but their output was three times as 
larae. He suggested that a deputation 


sent out to study American methods of 
manufacture and industrial cenditions, 
and he thought that one resul¢ would 
be that the idea of restricting the out- 
put would be abandoned.

St. Paul's Cathedral is sorely In need 
of renovation. Lapse of time and many | 
burrowings by sewer builders and con- 
structors of underground railways have 
made the great pile positively sag. - 

Messrs. Barry and Leslie, who were 
called in consultation not long ago to 
express an opinion as to the condition 
of the cathedral, have since inspected 
the whole of it, and Mr. Leslie gave his 
opinion on the subject to an Express 
representative. 

“In my view," he said, “unless a fund 
is raised for the renovation of the ca- 
thedral, it will, withip a few years, be 
positively perilous to worship there, 

“Somers Clarke, than whom is no 
more capable architect In London, has 
charge of the structure, but no ade- 
quate funds to keep it in proper con- 
dition. 

“The fact is, the whole south side of 
the cathedral has sunk. The evil has 
been growing for the beat part.of a 
century. Sewers are driven through 
the gravel soll and drain the molsture 
out of the ground. 

“Consequently there is an alteration 
in conditions, and a subsidence, resul- 
tant on the vast weight of the cathe- 
drail, follows. 

“Renovation willl cost, at ‘the very 
least, £50,000, and the Dean and Chap- 


ter have not got’ the money. The 
amount they have annually to spend on 
the cathedral is barely enough to 
clean it.”

Reduced Postage to America. 

Sir Gilsean-Reid writes in the Lon- 

don Express: 
‘The question of reduced postage on 
both letters and newspapers is again 
vigorously raised in this country and 
in America. Canada avowedly favors 
a farthing stamp for all newspapers, 
and the proposal can safely be left in 
the hands of her Postmaster-General, 
whose visit to England at the Diamond 
Jubilee will be long remembered, and 
whose decisive action on that occasion 
largely helped the adoption of the re- 
duced postage for our colontes—for it 
can be asserted that the Hon. William 
Mulock and Canada practically initi- 
ated the change. 

“There is another postal reformer in 
the field. Some time ago a short article 
appeared in the Express, setting forth 
that the Postmaster-General of the 
United States of America was favor- 
ably considering the introduction of in- 
ternational haifpenny postage, and in- 
dicating some of the mutual ad- 
vantages that would certainly follow 
its adoption. I sent the ‘cutting’ to 
him, and have just received the follow- 
ing very instructive reply, dated Wash- 
ington, January 17: 

“*The Postmaster-General duly re- 
ceived your letter of the 30th ult.. re- 
lating to the reduction of letter post- 
age. He was interested not only in 
your letter, but in the clipping which 
you kindly sent him, and has preserved 
it for reconsideration at a more op- 
portune time in the future, 

“ “He has not as yet been able to give 
the matter of reduction of postage to 
l cent the mature thought which would 
be mecessary before making a definite 
declaration in favor of the reduction, 
but, as stated in the Press, he feels 


that such a step is but a question of 


time. 

“This is very hopeful, but all depends 
on the ‘question of time." When, in the 
Parliament of 1886 I took part in the 
first attempt to induce the House of 
Commons to take the initiaitve step 
with a view to seeuring what Elihu 
Burritt, its earliest advocate in both 
countries, had finally designated 
‘Ocean penny postage,’ I was able to 
state authoritatively that the then act- 
ing American postmaster’ strongly 
supported reduced postal charges, 
that he had unsuccessfully urged, 
while negotiating a postal treaty 
with Great Britain, active coipera- 
tion int this direction, and, indeed, 
that this was the settled policy of the 
United States, which now seems to be 
approaching fruition.” 

In France, Belgium, Switzerland, 
sermany, and other continental coun- 
tries, the charge for delivery of news- 
papers by post has been greatly cheap- 
ened, and in some-cases the stamp, 
sold wholesale, only represents the 
merest fraction of a penny. It is the 
same within our chief colonies, and 
in the United States there Is a “re- 
stricted free delivery.” The _ society, 
which represents almost every paper 
in the kingdom, keeps “pegging away,” 
and I can give the assurance will con- 
tinue to doso till the main object 
is attained. Those who are moving 
in this matter, deeply convinced that 
the demand is a reasonable one, will 
speedily formulate a measure to be 
submitted for the decision of the 
House of Commons.

He has stoed on 
the brink of a maelstrom and felt the

George Farns- 
worth, his boatman, immediately 
headed for them and in a jiffy “Uncle 
John” had more business on hand than 
a cranberry merchant. His new reei 
was screaming like The Times’ siren 
and away they went, out to sea. With 
better tackle, “Uncle John” was grad- 
ually getting the better of the bte 
fish and about dark succeeded in get- 
ting it up to the boat. It was a mon- 
strous bi fellow, and when Farns- 
worth jabbed the gaff into it it showed 
its strength and spirit by wresting the 
gaff from him dnd going off with it..

‘He was only visible 
for a moment, as he entered = the 
“Tuna Hospital,’ his hands and arms 
bruised, battered and swollen out of 
shape, every muscle strained and 
wrenched and every nerve ful! of aches 
and pains.

ARRAIGNMENT AT LONG BEACH OF 
PROHIBITION ORGAN.

Declaration Against the Preacher En- 
‘ gaging Actively in Politics—Military 
Entertainment by Sons of Veterans— 
Odd Fellows to Celebrate. 


LONG BEACH, March 8.—Evangelist 
Hugh W. Brown of Chicago, who in 
connection with Rev. Frank L.Norton, 
the pastor, is conducting revival meet- 
ings at the Long Beach Baptist, Church, 
took occasion Friday to put the brand 
of falsehood en a statement made 
against President McKinley., 

Evangelist Brown's utterances came 
in response to a note which was handed 
to him while he was leading a Bible 
reading Friday afternoon.

The granting of a franchise is es- 
sentially a legislative act, whether it 
be by a City Council or a Board of Su- 
pervisors, or a State Legislature. Un- 
der our City Charter the Council] is 
given full power to perform legisla- 
tive acts of this kind. If it were con- 
ceded that the Legislature had power 
to ordgr the Council to perform an 
act essentially legislative, the act so, 
performed would cease to be a legisla- 
tive act when [ wus performed under 
compulsion. A legislative act is neces- 
sarily a free act by those qualified to 
perform it. Freedom from compulsion 
is of its very essence. If it were true 
that the Broughton law is of man- 
datory force and power, in requiring 
the Council to grant franchises under 
certain prescribed conditions, then it 
would be clear that the Broughton law 
had deprived the City Council of the 
power of legislation, so far as con- 
cerns the granting of franchises. 

The Times does not believe that the 
Pacific Electric Railway Company's 
contention can be sustained. For the 
reasons above given, and for others 
which need not be enumerated, it 
seems certafn that the action of the 
Mayor in vetoing the franchise ordi- 
Mance, and the subsequent action of 
the Council in sustaining that veto, 
will be upheld by the courts. But it 
is clear that thé courts will have to 
decide the peculiar and somewhat com- 
plicated questions involved in this most 
unfortunate dispute in which the six 
Councilmen who voted to give the 
franchises to the Huntington syndi- 
cate have involved the city. There is 
no telling how long the matter may 
drag through the courts, nor how it 
may end. But, so far as The Times 
can perceive, the city appears to have 
both law and justice on its side. 


UR “DUTY” TOWARD CUBA. 

A great dea] has been said on the 
subject of our “duty” toward Cuba, 
in connection with the proposed tariff 
concessions on Cuban sugar and to- 
bacco. A great many statements have 
been made in this connection which 
are not true. 

Our government is already planning 
the withdrawal of American troops 
from Cuba. It is hoped that this 
movement may be begun by May 1. 
When our military occupation of the 
island shall have been brought to an 
end, and a stable government shall 
have been established in the island, 
our self-assumied duty to Cuba will 
have been discharged. As a matter of 
self-protection, and of. general expe- 
diency, our government should, and 
undoubtedly will, continue to exercise 
a sort of guardianship over the island, 
to the end that its people shall be safe 
against foreign invasion. But this will 
not be done so much as a matter of 
“duty” toward Cuba as of duty to- 
ward ourselves. 

As regards the proposed reduction of 
tariff duties on Cuban products enter- 
ing the United States, the question is 
purely a business matter. It should 
be regarded and treated as such. We 
are not under any moral obligation 
to reduce these duties, or to enter into 
any reciprocal trade relations with the 
new government of Cuba. We owe 
nothing to Cuba from a moral point of 
view. We are not in any wise bound 
to find a profitable market for her 
products. If we can offer her some 
concessions which, as a business prop- 
osition, will benefit, (or at least, not 
injure,) ourselves, well and good. We 
should not hesitate to act in this mat- 
ter within safe limitations. But it is, 
and should always be, the first duty of 
Congress to safeguard and benefit 
American interests, in tariff legislation, 
before concerning itself with foreign 
interests. And Cuba, when our troops 
shall have been withdrawn from the 
igiand, will be to all intents and pur- 
poses a foreign nation as regards its 
relations with and toward the United 
States. 

Some of the eastern statesmen have 
proposed that we should pay a bounty 
to our sugar producers, in compensa- 
tion for a reduction of the tariff on Cu- 
ban sugar. Others have proposed the 
payment of a bounty to Cuban plant- 
ers, with no tariff reduction. Neither 
plan seems to be practicable. The 
bounty eystem has always been dis- 
tasteful to our people, and the fact has 
been pretty well demonstrated that it 
is not the best way to build up indus- 
tries. It would be, at mort, but a 
temporary expedient-—-a .mere make- 
shift—and Y would lack that degree of 
popular approval necessary to insure 
permanency. The bounty features of 
the McKinley law were hardly a su°- 
cess, and this was virtually acknow!- 
edged when they were omitted from 
the Dingley law. 

It is not improbable that some s'ight 
concessions might be made to Cuba, in 
the sugar and tobacco schedules of the 
tariff. without serious injury to Amer- 
jcan industries. But these concessions, 
if made, can in the nature of things 
be only slight, if our industries are to 
receive the protection to which they 
are justly entitied under the echeme 
and scope of the Dingley tariff. When 
concessions fer Cuba are demanded as 
a right, a very egregious mistake ts 
made by those who urge the demands.

ANGEROUS DOCTRINE. 

A man who recently wrecked a 
bank in Detroit, bringing loss to a large 
number of people, and ruin to some, had 
enjoyed what is sometimes referred to 
as a “checkered career.”” He had been 
regarded as one of the most successful 
of the young business men of Detroit 
who have come to the front during the 
past few years. Not yet 30 years of 
age, he came to that city only a few 
years ago, straight from a farm, with 
a& capital of $1.25, and almost immedi- 
ately began daring deais in real estate 
and other forms of speculation, which 
s00n made him rank as a millionaire 
In talking of himself, a short time ago, 
he was quoted as saying: 

“I do not see that a man can pos- 
sibly make a fortune unless he specu- 
lates. Don't you ever believe that by 
Saving money a man doubles his capi- 
tal; he does it in strikes and big 
bunches. Human life is too short for 
the slow process of thrift. 1 concede 
that one gets a small start by keeping 
aedy of his salary, but we are not talk - 
ng about business employés in this 
connection, but commercial success in 
the broad sense.” 

This doctrine is as false as it is dan- 
gerous. A large majority of the big 
fortunes of this country have been 
made, not by daring and reckless specu- 
lation, but by the exercise of industry 
and frugality, combined with a fair 
amount of ability, and more or less of 
talent for money getting. For every 
one who makes a fortune in speculation, 
and keeps it, there are a hundred who 
come out losers, and reach a miserable, 
or even a criminal, end. The man 
whose words are quoted above is a fair 
éxample of the latter class. The old 
saying that “honesty is the best policy” 
is as true today as when it was first 
uttered. There is no royal road to 
wealth, any more than there is to 
knowledge. The, road of speculation 
may look like a fair, solid highway, 
but it is beset with pitfalls and snares, 
and few there are who, unbesmirched, 
reach the goal of their ambition over 
it, even if they get there at all

Sans 
Gene.” The play is in Sardou's best 
vein, and as a plece of theatricalism 
is about as near perfection as human 
fallibllity can attain; its forceful i!lus- 
tration of the parvenu nobility of the 
Napoleonic era is doubtless as correct 
in essence as the so-called factg of his- 
tory. Its play of coritrast in scene 
and character, and its variant and 
smoothly-flowing situations are as ef- 
fective vehicles as a good company 
could desire. 

Sans 
Gene,” as everybody knows, !s the 
devil-may-care madame herself, and 
while Miss Van Buren is surely very 
much American, with no infusion of 
Gallic blood, and, notwithstanding her 
sweetening and refining of the char- 
acter, her Catharine is splendid acting. 
She entered into the spirit of this hoy- 
den turned aristocrat, with a heartiness 
that showed she loved the part, so that 
it is hard which the-more to admire, 
her facile versatility, or her girlish 
animation.

Newspaper artists 
and interviewers he has always here- 
tofore given the cold shoulder, but on 
this occasion he made an exception to 
his long-established rule, because he 
wished to let the public know that he 
was by no means the broken-down 
old man that people were fain to be- 
lieve he was.

Since coming into possession of the 
far-famed Santa Anita ranch, that 

rden spot of the San Gabriel Val- 
ey, nearly twenty-seven years ago, 
“Lucky” Baldwin has been a frequent 
sojourner in Southern California. His 
extensive property interests in San 
Francisco and other portions of North- 
ern California, and his following of 
the turf, wever, made him only a 
transient resident of Los Angeles 
county, but at last he has come to 
stay, and Santa Anita is now his per- 
manent home. 

Several years ago, for the first time 
since be began to scale the rounds of 
fortune’s ladder, it began to be noised 
about that Baldwin's “luck” was de- 
serting him. He lost considerable by 
the burning of iis Baldwin Hotel prop- 
erty tn San Francisco, and from one 
cause and another tt was rumored that 
morggage indebtedness was about to 
swamp him, and that he would surely 
be shorn of many of his thousands of 
acres of valuable real estate. There 
were many who gloated over this, and 
hoped it would prove true. 

AGAIN A GOLD-SEEKER. 

But if Baldwin was no lopger lucky, 
he was at least plucky. With disaster 
apparently staring him im the face, he 
set about to retrieve his fortunes. 
Among other things he again became 
an Argonaut, and joined the rush of 
gold-hunters as he had done fifty years 
ago. In 1852 he trekked from Wiston- 
sin across the then almost trackiless 
plaims to the gold fields of California. 
Almost half a century later he braved 
the Arctic snows for the yellow metal, 
and pitched his tent on the bleak shore 
of Cape Nome. His operations in 
A need not be recounted. He 
still has extensive interests there, but 


fewy many have shared his bounty 


which he turns up the soll for seeding, 
and by next year he expects to have 
three of these big machines at work. 

“These plows solve the labor ques- 
tion,”” says Mr. Baldwin. “They put 
an end to strikes, as two or three men 
can do the work of several scores of 
men who piow and harrow with teams. 
Steam plows are necessary for the suc- 
cessful farming of large ranches. 
Grain can be seeded at a cost.of 25 
cents an acre by this method, which Is 
@ great saving in cost.” 

The Puente ranch is one of the finest 
grain farms in the State of California. 
At present it is under lease, but Mr. 
Baldwin says he intends to farm it 
himself after the lease expires. 

On the Santa Anita Ranch there are 
about 3000 acres of orchard, more than 
a thousand acres being tn citrus fruits. 
Baldwin does 
marketing. not being beholden to the 
fruit exchange or any of the commis- 
sion men. He employs chiefly Chinese 
labor in his orchards. 
Chinese are the most reliable laborers 
he cah get. 

FRIEND OF CHINESE LABOR. 

“The exclusion law is a mistake,” 
said Mr. Baldwin. “If we continue to 
shut the Chinese laborers out,” said 
he, “we will have to import Porto 
Ricans and Filipimos, for ft is impossi- 
ble to get enough American laborers 
to fill the demand.” 

On the Santa Anita ranch there are 
also many acres in vines, and wine- 
making is one of the businesses car- 
ried on by Mr. Baldwin. Sheep and 
cattle — are also extensively en- 
gaged in, only the choicest breeds be- 
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or its equivalent. In mining, specula- 
tion, stock raising, racing, or in what- 
ever other occupations he engaged, his 
“luck"’ was phenomenal during a long 
and active business career. But it 
would be a libel on the man to ascribe 
his successes to the caprice of forture 
or sheer ‘@lind tuck.”

| LINCOLN’S PERSONALITY. 


Man Who Studied Law With Him 
Tells Some Interesting Stories—His 


Literary Tastes and His Religion. 

{Everywhere:] Col. John H, Little- 
field, who, when a young man, studied 
law with Abraham Lincoln, tells some 
interesting stories of his Intimate ac- 
quaintance with the great emancipator. 
Hie says: 

“Il found myself studying Lincoln 
more and more as the days went on. 
"The most unique man I ever knew,’ 
was my verdict, over and over again. 
He has been called awkward and.un-. 
gainly—but this wads not true. He was 
simply odd and original, in his own in- 
imitable way. All the powers of Na- 
ture never could have made another 
' one. His clothes were of good mate- 

rial, but never looked ‘stylish;’ he not 
| only had, but was a style of his own. 
Higa tall silk hat was not always ex- 
quisitely groomed, and generally came 
down close to his ears. His old-fash- 
loned calfskin boots were not inva- 
riably up to the most exquisite polish; 
but it was the man and not the clothes 
that occupied your thought. 

“With all his apparent simplicity and 
Doric straightforwardness, a shrewder 
mortal than Lincoln has seldom if ever 
lived. His cunning expedients were 
constantly in evidence—not to the 
world tn genera!, but to those nearest 
him. He had ways of bringing about 
whatever he desired.

PLANT. EVOLUTION. 


Humble Origin of Seme of Our Valu- 
able Vegetables and Beautiful Garden 


Flowers. 

{Boston Herald:] A large, ugly plant, 
with straggly. pale-green leaves, grows 
here and there along the coast of 
England. It is nearly two feet high, 
has «a tough, woody stem and yellow 
flowers, which turn to pods filled with 
seeds. No one looking at it would give 
it a second thought, or consider it any- 
thing but a useless weed. Yet that 
weed is the ancestor, In a direct line, 
of the plump cabbage, the tender Brus- 
sels sprout and even of the dainty 
cauliflower. All this seemingly mirac- 
vious change has been wrought by the 
hand of the patient gardener, toiling 
from generation to generation, and al- 
ways improving ‘upon the original 
stock till nature herself would hardly 
recognize her offspring. 

The gardener has done more for the 
world than the inventor, or even the 
shepherd. Wheat was once mere wild 
grass, but it is so long since gardeners 
took.it in hand that Its origin as a 
food. plant is lost in the mists of an- 
tiquity. But within the last three cen- 
turies cultivators of the _ soil have 
worked a bigger miracle than turning 
grass to bread. Wheat is now no longer 
the world’s biggest crop. It has been 
beaten by a Weed Spanish explorers 
found near Quito. in the Andes, about 
the year 1520 and which was brought 
to England from Virginia in 1563, 

The earth's annual potato crop ts now 
four billions of bushels, wheat pro- 
ducing two and a half billions only, 
and maize about the same amount. It 
was the gardener who turned these lit- 
tle, watery. bullet-shaped roots to the 
great tubers of “white elephants” and

giossy, green leaves and a 

reddish root, grows on the shores of 
the Mediterranean. Gardeners took it 
In hand, and the result is that the 
price of sugar has fallen from 6 pence 
to 2 pence a pound, and Europe, in- 
stead of importing all her sugar from 
the tropics, makes for herself two and 
three-quarter million tons a year from 
the root_of the sugar beet. 

The gardener does more than itm- 
prove plants in size and color. He 
makes new ones. There are, for in- 
stance nearly sixty varieties of orange, 
varying fromthe giant seediess bahia 
to the delicate little kid giove or tan- 
gerine. here is also The immense 
pomelo, which is a cross between an 
orange and a lemon. Other fruit grow- 
ers have succeeded in crossing 
blackberry and raspberry, and produc- 
a new delicacy, twice as and suc- 
culent as either of the older fruits. 

As for apples, there are said to be 
300 named varieties, and the 
has evolved them all from the sour 
little hedge-row crab. In similar fash- 
lon he has changed the little black 
sloes which grew on the blackthorn te 
giorious great purple and yellow plums, 

Perhaps it is in wers that the 
amazing achievements of gardeners are 
most striking. Who could imagine 
that the massive, fragrant gioire de 
dijon was once the single-petaled, al- 
most scentiess dog rose; or that the 
tiny heartsease of the wheat fields 
could have been changed to the im- 
perial purple pansy, with a blossom 
three inches across’? It is an almost 
bigger miracle that has turned the 
common herb Robert and crare’s bill 
of our flelds to blazing geraniums and’ 
gorgeous pelargoniums. 

Farmers of today have a choice of 
thirty or more different grass seeds to 
sow for pasture or hay. All these tare 
grasses have been evolved from wild 
ones by the experimental gardener 
within the last 130 years. The result is 
that millions of acres, once considered 
useless, have now been brought into 
cultivation, and that the percentage of 
tilled ground in Europe has grown in 
a century from lé¢ss than two acres in 
the hundred to Searly three times that 
amount.

Medical science has furnished several 
reasons for the mania which so often, 
as in the case again of “Young Griffo” 
at Chicago lately, follows exposure to 
frost. rom personal experience the 
writer belleves that it is the Indescrib- 
able but excruciating pain caused in 
the frozen part when the blood resumes 
its circulation. 

This ts intense enough to have the 
effect of severe shock upon the nerve 
centers, amd so to induce dementia. 
The agony of the thawing-out process 
is beyond expression, and any one who 
has endured it will acknowledge that 
at the time death seemed to be’ in- 
finitely preferable. 

It happened some years ago that in 
consequence of a protracted thaw in 
midwinter teams could not move, pro- 
visions fell short among the lumberers, 
and a gang of choppers in the Lepine 
district were ordered to leave thelr 
shanty and join forces with another 
body of men twenty miles.away. A 
very sudden fall in temperature oc- 
curred while the men were on the way, 
and in crossing a lake with wet deer- 
skin moccasins every one had his feet 
frostbitten. 

One hardy young Irishman took off 
his wet socks and traveled barefoot for 
the last three miles. He wag the only 
one who escaped severe injury. 
the others had to submit to amputa- 
tions, except two,. who became insane 
and died, one before spring, the other 
within the year.

FATE OF HINDU GIRLS. 
English Missionary Says That the 


Rajputs in WNepaul Cause Their 
Daughters to Be Murdered. 
[Pall Mall Gagette:} A Capuchin 


monk engaged in missionary work tn 
Nepau!, writing of Hindu family life, 
remarks that it is very difficult for 
parents to make advantageous matches 
for their daughters. 
fore find a means of ridding themselves 
of too many daughters by murdering 
them. It is a well-known fact that 
Hindus of high birth, those who are 
called Rajputs, caused their daughters 
to be put to death after birth by men 
specially engaged to do so. This crim. 
inal custom had become so gencral that 
1840 in the seventy-three villages 
of the Allababad- district there were 
only three girls under 12 years of 
age, and three years later in the town 
of Agree there was not one to be found 
— that age. All had been put to 
deatn,.- 

The English government has very 
naturally passed severe laws against 
the abominable crime, but to evade 
them the Hindus allow their girls to 


| live until the age of 12. after which

When I came to Miss Florence War- 
den's book, with the aljuring title of 
“The Lovely Mrs. Pemberton,’ I thought 
I was booked for thrée or four hours of 
irresponsible enjoyment.

The Liet Not Long, Even in the British 
Navy—The Condor the Twelfth—Five 
American Ships That Have Never Been 
Heard From—Mystery of the Wasp. 


York Sun:) The practically 
certain loss of the British warship Con. 
dor, while on her way from Esqul- 
mait, B. C: to Honolulu. adds an- 
other to the comparatively ®hort list 
of naval vessels which have gone to 
the port of missing ships, leaving noth- 
ing to tell of thelr fate. Merchant 
ships In great numbers have  disap- 
peared, and war vessels in dispropor- 
tionate numbers have foundered or 
been wrecked; but few national ves- 
sels Have disappeared wholly, leaving 
ae auaeiear to relate the story of their 
end. 

The Condor, a screw sloop of 13 
knots, butit in 1898, carrying six guna, 


of 980 tuas’ displacement, and with 
engines capable of developing 1400 
horse power, was the suc ron the 


royal navy list of the Cender made 
famous by Capt. Lord. Charlies Beres- 
ford at the bombardment of Alexandria 
in 1882. She carried a complement of 
130 officers and men, and sailed from 
Esquimault about two weeks before 
Christmas, her company expecting to 
spend the holidays in the harbor of 
Honolulu. 

Salling vessels which left after her 
have reached the Hawailan Islands, 
but she has not been heard of since 
she passed out. One of her boats has 


been picked up by a vessel sent to 
look for her; but there ig little. ex- 
pectation that Commander Clifton 


Selater or any of his men will ever 


again be borne on the roils of the 
British navy. 
As is natural, in view of the size 


of the Britieh navy, its list of ships 
that are missing and have never been 
heard from, is n iteelf short. 
The Repulse, thirty-two guns, disap- 
peared off Bermuda in 1775: the York, 
sixty-four guns, is ‘“suppered to have 
foundered” about January, 1894; in a 
great storm in 1805 the Seagull, the 
Hawke and the Mary are supposed to 
have foundered. 

In January or February, 1807, the 
Blenheim and the Java are thought 
to have foundered somewhere in the 
Indian Ocean. On the Bienheim was 
Rear-Admiral Sir Thomas ‘Troubridge, 
who had served under Nelson, and 
was a close friend of that sallor. 

‘The Blenheim had run aground in 
the Straits of Malacca, but Troubridge 
brought her to Madras, whence, on 
January 12, 1897, he sailed on his way 


home. The ship was last seen near 
Ma r on February 1, showings 
flags of distress, and making bad 


weather. Since then nothing has 
been heard of her, or of her little 
consort, the Java. 
The British navy 
1809, 1812, 1813 and 
nothing was ever heard. 
a long interval, during which, cord- 
ing to the naval histories, no ritish 
naval vessel disappeared completely. 
It was not until 1880 that the next case 
is recorded.

The prize was then discovered to be 
the Charming Molly, loaded with a rich 
Lieut. Joshua Barney was put 
on board with a prise crew and ordered

A heavy gale came up that night and, 
with sails set and gun-ports open, the 
Saratoga met her fate, and has never 
been heard of fo this day. 

On February %, 1799. the French frig- 
ate Insurgent surrendered to our Con- 
stellation, and eighteen months later, 
refitted, carrying thirty-six guns and 
34) men, she sailed from Baltimore un- 
der command of Capt. Patrick Pletcher. 
Hia. orders were: “After leaving the 
Capes of the “Chesapeake, take an cast.

When these 
reiserable nen were get free and cur- 
rie@ on board Decatur’s ship, sume fell 
on their knees and kissed the deck, 
others gave loud thanks to God, erd 
some kissed the folds of the American 
flare at tk@® stern. The men who had 
them could hardly keep from 
tears as watched. 

But the liberated slaves were to be 
sent home, #0 they were placel on 
board the LEpervier, commanded by 
Lieut. John Templer Shubrick, who 
was the bearer of the treaty, which De- 
ecatur had wrung out of the veluctant 
Dey, and had orders to proceed home 
with al! dispatch. It was a proud and

she sailed out of Aigiers harbor amid 
the cheers of the other vessels’ crews. 

Mr. Shubrick carried the treaty, the 
moet important and most favorable 
that any civilized country had obtatned 
from Ajigier-s.

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CORONATION 
THE KING.

“the King.” accompanied by the 
Queen Consort, will reach the western 
entrance of Westminsier Abbey shortly 
efter 11 o'clock on the morning of the 
coronation. There he will be received 
by the great officers of state, the 
blemen bearing the Regalia, the 
ishops carrying the Patina (or broad, 
Shallow dish,) the Chalice and the 
Bible. There will follow a half hour’s 
delay, while the King and Her Maj- 
esty, Queen Alexandra, repair to their 
robing chambers, where they will don 
royal robes of crimson velvet, furred

the blade being forty inches, and the 
breadth one and one-half inches. The 
(third) Sword of Justice of the Tem- 
porality is sharp-pointed. The great 
noblemen who will bear the regaiia 
cannot be stated with accuracy until 
the Court of Claims has rendered ail 
éts decisions. To return to the pro- 
cession. ‘The Princes of the blood royal 
will follow the Regalia, and in their 
train will come the Ear! Marshal of 

d (the Duke of Norfok,) Lord 
Salisbury bearing the Sword of State, 
the Lord High Constable of England, 
the Scepter with the Dove; St. Ed- 
ward's Crown, borne by the Lord 
High Steward; the Orb, the Patina, the 
Bible and the Chalice, this latter or- 
mnament being borne by the bishop of 
London. Then will come the King at- 
tended by the bishops of Bath and, Dur- 
ham, and supported on cach side by 
ten gentlemen-at-arims with their 
etandard-bearer and leutenant. 

The King will move toward two 
chairs placed midway between the 
chair of homage and the altar, and 
standing on a carpeted space, whith is 
called “The Theater.” After he _ is 
peated, Her Majesty, the Queen Con- 
sort, will take her seat-in the second 
(and lower) chair ou his ieft hand, 
and the actual ceremony will begin. 
The solemnity commences with the 
recognition of the sovereign’s right on 
the part of the people. The Archbishop 
of Canterbury will advance, and the 
govereign will stand up. The Arch- 


‘bishop then, turning his face to the 


east, says as follows: 

“girs, | here present unto you King 
Edward VII, the undoubted King of 
this realm; fore, all you whe 
are come this day to do your homage, 
are you willing to do the same?” This 
fs repeated at the south, north, and 
west side of the theater, the sovereign 
standing all the while, and turning to 
the sides of the stage as the aArch- 
bishop severely asks the question. At 
every repetition there wi'l be an an- 
ewering volley of cheering from those 
present. and with the last round of ac 
ciamation the trumpets will soun! ane 
the drums beat. The King will then 
advance. to the altar, and kne ling 
upon the crimson velvet cushion, wil! 
goake his first offering, an altar cloth 
of gold, which the Archbishop will 
piace upon the altar, An ingot of goid, 
of one pound in weight, will then ve 
placed in the King’s hands by the Lord 
Great Chamberlain, and the sovereign 
in turn will deliver it to the Arch- 
bishop, who places it in ‘the oblation 
basket. After a short prayer the lat- 
ter will take the Regalia from the grea!’ 
nobles gathered around the King, and 
these, save the Lord Chamberlain, will 
then retire to their respective places. 
leaving His Majesty alone. The Litany 
and Communion service will now be 
read, and the sermon preached, 

Once more the solemnities of the cor- 
onation ‘proper will recommence. At 
the conclusion of the sermon “the oath” 
will be administed to the King by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. The King, 
who all this time has worn the cap 
of state, removes it, and listens to the 
declaration, which ts read to him from 
@ parchment roll, he repeating it after 
the Archbishop. A silver standieh is then 
breught, and the King subscribes his 
name to it on the top of his desk or 
faldstool. The Archbishop then begins 
to administer the coronation oath, 
mostly in the form of questions—the 
most important of which ts this: 

Archbishop: you solemnly prom- 
ise and swear to govern the people of 
this United Kingdom of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, and the dominions 
thereunto belonging, according to the 
statutes In Parliament agreed on and 
the respective laws and customs of 
the same” 

Sovereign: I solemnly promise so to 
dw. 

The sovereign then approaches the 
altar and, laying his hand upon the 
gospels, takes the following oath: 

“The things which 1 have herebefore 

romised I will perform and keep, se 
elp me God.” He then kisses the 
beek and signs the oath. 

“The Anointing’ will be the next 

of the ceremony. After the King 
knelt in private prayer while the 
choir sings “‘“Ven!; Creator Spiritus,” 
His Majesty will take his seat In King 
Bdward’s chair, four Knights of the 
Garter holding a rich cloth of gold 
ever hia head. The Dean of Weetimin- 
ster will take the ampulla, or Golden 
Leagle, in which the holy ol] for anoint- 
ing the King !{s preserved, and will 
ur a little of the oll Into a spoon.

The spurs are then presented to the 
King by the Lord Chamberiain, and 
the sword of state by Lord Salisbury, 
who, however, according to custom, 
redeems “it with a hundred shillings,” 
and carries it during the rest of the 
ceremony.

MILITARY TOPICS. 


It is proposed to stimulate promotion 
in the ‘German army by reducing the 
period of service reqpired to authorize 
the retirement of an officer from forty 
years to thirty-seven years, and a bili 
for this purpose has been presented to 
the Secretary of the Miliitary Authori- 
ties.

Tests of an unusual charact«r héve 
been made in the new British cruiser 
King Alfred, which is now under con- 
struction. Before her engines were 
placed in position the engine-rooms 
were entirely completed and water to 
the amount of 900 tons was pumped 
into the engine spaces in order ‘to test 
her water-resisting power in the event 
of a fracture in the side of the vessel.

WRECK SURVIVORS 


REACH LOS ANGELES. 


H arrowing Details of the Disaster 
in Texas Told by Those Who 


Passed Through It. 


language of the persons untrained 

to describe terrible happenings, the 
passenger wreck at Sanderson, Tex., 
appears much more dreadful than any- 
think published from the wires. 

At 2:45 o'clock this (Sunday) morn- 
ing the Sunset Limited pulled into Ar- 
cade Depot, bearing about fifteen sur- 
vivors of the awful smash-up on the 
reverse curve. This is but a small 
part of the number that experienced the 
wreck, the majority having been con- 
veyed to El Paso, where they are test- 
ing their nerves or recovering from in- 
juries before cont/wtng the journey. 
None of the handrul to arrive this 
morning is seriously injured, although 
almost every one has bruises, cuts or 
sprains to show for their harrowing ex- 
perience. 

The survivors certainly presented a 
sorry appearance as they bundled out 
of the train. All of them had quite 
enough of the train, however, and 
rather than stay in their berths until 
dawn, braved the rain and hurried to 
hotels in the hope of getting a little 
rest. The shock of the accident * ne 
nerves was plainly evident in the nerve 
ous looks and actions of -the passen- 
gers. 


ONE COMICAL INCIDENT. 

Among the many servivors who nar. 
rated their experience to The Times re- 
porters, only the three Southern Pacific 
excursion agents, Wilson, Lincoln and 
‘Hanna, had a thing to tel] but the 
dreadful and pathetic. These men had 
been in such affairs before, and one 
told of the one incident that relieved 
the terrible tension. 

“T walked ahead seven miles to a 
station,” said he, “and touched the 
wires for aid. *Tihe relief train came 
along in a remarkably quick time, 
about two hours, and about one hun- 
Gred and fifty of dead, maimed or 
frightened specimens of humanity 
cClambered aboard. On the way to El 
Paso a good majority were overcome 
by ravenous appetites, and when a 
stop was made at Langtry, Tex. we 
could wait no longer. 

“Piling off the cars with a wild war 
whoop, about fifty swooped down on a 
Chinese restaurant and literally took 
possession. The two Orientals thought 
it was a Boxer raid and made a show 
of defense, but we fired them bodily 
from the kitchen and «went to work at

“The Chinese with wild. gesticula- 
tions and shouts of ‘Me no sabe,’ and 
*‘How come this,’ stood by while mep 
and women took to satisfying hunger 
The Chinese desisted in their opposi- 
tion when a railroad agent told them 
they would be well paid.

“When I found that I could move, 
and that I had not been injured, I 
called for assistance, and Mrs. Lynch 
wes the first to answer me. I could 
see injurel men and women seemingi; 
al] areund me, and for a moment I 
could not think what to do. Then some 
man came and broke the window near 
where I was sitting, and soon after 
that Mrs. Lynch and myself were 
drawn through it into the open air. 
We were none too soon, for by that 
time the train was onefire, and the for- 
Ward cars were burning briskly. I 
could not describe the scene of terror, 
but I will never forget it. 1 do not 
know how many were killed, but I 
think there were more than twenty. 

“It seemed an age before assistance 
came, but when it did come we were 
given all the attention possible by the 
officials and employés of the railroad 


company. The injured were taken to) 
El Paso.as soon as they could be 
conveyed there, and many of them | 


are stil] in the hospitals of that city. | 
Some of those who were able to travel, | 
though injured, came west on the train 
which took the place of the one which 
was destroyed. 1 do not understand 
how any person in any of the for- 
Ward cars escaped with their lives, 
but there were many’ persons who. 
came out of those cars without a. 
scratch. When they did escape, they | 
seemed to be dazed by what they saw. | 
The cars were piled one upon the! 
other, and the flames were soon en- 
velopi the wreck. Only a private 
car which was at the rear end of the 
train, remained on the track, and those 
who occupied it. a party of eastern 
capitalists, did all they could to re- 
Neve the sufferings of the injured. 
“The shrieks of those who were im- 
prisoned in the wrecked cars. were 
terrible to hear, and those of the 
men who were able to do so, at once 
went to work to try to release them. 
In cases they were not success- 
ful, for more than one unfortunate 
victim was pinned .in the cars, only 
to be roast to death by the flames. 
Some of the bodies will never be re- 
cov when the fire was

THEY SHOULD EMIGRATE TO THE 
PHILIPPINES. 


Gen. Hughes Says Colored Troops Are 
Popular in the Islands—Senate Com- 
mittee Continues Its Investigation of 
Insular Affairs. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PrRess-—P™M.) 

WASHINGTON, March &—Senator 
Patterson continued his questioning of 
Gen. Hughes in the Senate Committee 
on the Philippines today, taking up 
the beginning of hostilities in Febru- 
ary, 1899. The witness repeated his 
previous statement that the first shot 
had not been fired by an American. 
Senator Patterson asked Gen. Hughes 
what he had meant when he said upon 
hearing the firing at first, “the thing 
ig on.” “ 

There was some sparring between 
the two, as on previous occasions, The 
Senator insisting upon a direct answer, 
and the witness upon replying in his 
own way. 

“I intend,” said the latter, “to an- 
swer in the best way I can to cover 
the whole condition. I wish to answer 
my own way, as I am informed I have 
a right to do. I felt that they had 
made an attack on us, and that we 
must defend ourselves,” he added. 

“Did you mean simply that you 
should defend yourselves, of that you 
should make an attack also?” 

“] had no intention beyond what I 
have stated.” 

Mr. Patterson then sought to bring 
out the fact that the attack was made 
before the Filipinos were readv, and 
Gen. Hughes admited that the Filipino 
leaders were absent in a conference 
at Malolos. He said that hostilities 
were so active the next day that there 
Was no opportunity to attempt to heal 
the breach. 

Senator Patterson questioned Gen. 
Hughes concerning the effect of Presi- 
dent McKinley's proclamation of Jan- 
vary 19, 1899, for the extension of the 
military occupation of the United 
States to the entire archipelago, ask- 
ing the witness if there was anything 
to do but to attack the Filipino forces. 

G-. Hughes replied that the policy 
was to use only peaceful means, £0 
long ffas they were effectual, but that 
when these were exhausted to resort 
to war. 

Gen. Hughes seid the Filipinos made 
their best fight February 5, 1899. He 
denied that in subsequent battles they 
were slaughtered, but Mmany were 
killed when cornered and continued to 
fight when they should have surren- 
dered. 

A number of questions were asked by 
Senator Dubois on points covered by 


the Philippine government bill, now 
pending in the committee. In reply to 
these, Gen. Hughes said that he 


' thought that white labor would be a 


total failure in the Philippines, and 
that other labor would be neces#ary 
there. The natives are, he raid, phys- 
ically weak and lazy, and the witness 
thought the only resort would be to 
continue to import Chinese and Jap- 
anese labor for the present at least. 

Gen. Hughes also expressed the opin- 
jon that it would be well to encour- 
age negro emigration to the Philippines 
from the United States. He added that 
the *#olored troops taken to Samar 
mixed readilv with the natives, and 
ihat many of the latter shed tears 
when the colored eoldiers were re- 
moved. Next to the American negro, 
he thought the Japanese most desiru- 
ble. 

The Chinese laborer was the most 
available. but there was a prejudice 
against him on the part of the_Fill- 
pinos. 

Speaking of the American Chamber 
of Commerce of Manila, he said it is 
composed largely of Englishmen an‘ 
other Europeans, “who did not care a 
snap for American interests.”

Under Mr. Brodrick’s pro- 
posed changes, a private in the British 
infantry now receives almost as much 
a4 a private in the United States 
Army. With this change, which ! fre- 
quently advocated while military atta. 

at Washington, we hope to get a 
class of recruits similar to those ee- 
cured in America.

we were gradu-

the only other voluntary enlisted body

Brodrick pooh- 
the idea of copying the Il nitea 
States. Now he has ehanged his mind, 
and has done what the majority of the 
members of the House, regardless of 
party, believe to be the Very best 
thing that could have happened to the 
army since Mr. Cardwell (in 1872.) ef- 
fected his sweeping reforms. For the 
t time “Tommy,” with everything 
found and higher pay, will be in a 
better position than his agriculturat 
brother, and from that class we ought

- Worst. Yes, it may hurt the agricul- 


tural interest, or what is !eft of it, 
in England, but I do not believe that

“Not y is it interesting to note 
the effect of the American Mn, in 
these sweeping changes, but they will 
have a tremendous negative impor- 
tance. Last year the government 
clearly indicated its fears that it might 
have to resort to conscription. he 
present move banishes all possibility 
of this, for I understand Mr. Brodrick 
is willing to go even further in copying 
the United States’ excellent treatment 
of elisted men, and by liberal finance 
build up the standard of the army. 
The increase in pay means an addi- 
tional annual cost of about £2.000,000, 
but I maintain that it will be a direct 
saving of money, for the better class of 
men secured will mean fewer men inthe 
hospitals and prisons, as well as ob- 
viating other forms of wastage, and 
will quickly make up for the additiona! 
initial outlays. Some day, perhaps, we 
may be able to adopt the sensible pian 
of the United States of paying the 
enlisted men of all arms at the same 
rate. But traditions here die hard.”

DRASTIC AMENDMENT. 

WASHINGTON, March &.—Senator 
McLaurin of Mississippi has given no- 
tice of an amendment he will offer to 
the Ship Subsidy Bill, intended to pre- 
vent officials of the United States gov- 
ernment from receiving any benefit 
from the emactment of the proposed 
law. The amendment requires that the 
the names of all members of firms or 
incorporators and stockholders of all 
corporations whether owners of subsi- 
dized ships or contractors to bulld the 
same shall be made public. It then 
proceeds as follows: 

“No Senator or Representative or 
President of the United States or judge 
of any court\of the United States shall 
be directly or indirectly tmterested in 
any contract under this act, or in any 
corporation having a contract under 
this act, or directly or indirectly re- 
ceive any money ov thing of value or 
worth under the provisions of this act, 
or be directly or indirectly interested in 
any corporation or vessel which is a

Collector Lynch was seen last night 
by a correspondent of The Times at 
his home in Berkeley, and made the 
following statement: . 
LYNCH’'S STATEMENT. 


“Wray was not short in his accounts 
with the government. His books re 
all perfectiy scuare and no charges 
of shortage have been brought against 
him. He did have a tangle in a business 
way with an individual, but that was 
private, and had no connection witb 


‘government affairs. 


“I do not care to go into the case. I 
can see from the circumstances awhich 
surrounded it how it might give rise 
te the rumor thet Wray was not right 
in his accounts. I have in my posses- 
sion a written statement from the other 
party in the case, setting forth the 
private nature of the transaction, and 
stating his disinclination to make @ 
ease against Wray. As far as charges 
of defalcation are concerned, they 
may be dismissed 

“The real and only reason why Wray 
resigned was that he failed to keep up 
with his work. He had been drinking 
heavily. and as he was not in shape 
to attend to the affairs of his office, 
they fell far behind. The only inves- 
tigations made were by me personally. 

“Special Agent Bert Thomas went to 
los Angeles to leok into the affairs 
of certain distilleries, and Wray did 
good work in helping him. My atten- 
tion was called to Wray's dereliction 
by the non-appearance at my office of 
his half-yearly reports on cigar manu- 
facturers. To find out for myself, 1 
went down to Los Angeles. I found 
Wray in a bad condition from con- 
tinued drinking. and the work of his 
office far behind. On the advice of his. 
friends, Wray resigned. That took 
place about the first of last month, 
end Joshua Hocking took charge of the 
office a few Gays later.” 


NIPPER THIEVES AT WORK. 


Enter Rooms at Hotel Livingston, 

South Hill Street, and Steal Clothing 
and Valuabi¢s from Guests. 

Thieves entered two rooms at the 
Hotel Livingston, No. 625 South Hill 
street, between 2 and 4 o'clock yester- 
day morning and ebtained two gold 
watches and chains, some articles of 
jewelry and several dollars in money. 
Before they had completed their opera- 
tions they were frightened away by 
the landiord and a guest, whom they 
had awakened.

Manefieli's vest and trousers were 
taken from a chair. but the thieves 
overlooked a valuable diamond the 
bosom of a shirt, hanging on another 
“hair, and they also failed to see sev- 
eral diamonds on a dresser. 

The key nippers were worked suc- 
~esefully on the lock of room No. 4, oc- 
cupied by Landlord J. Rheen and 
aife, and a vest and pair of trousers 
were taken therefrom, nothing else be- 
ne disturbed. 

Attempts were made to enter other 
‘ooms, but wires through the keys 
ejprevented the operation of the nipper=.. 

The clothing was taken into a bicycle 
‘oom at the end of the hall, and from 
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the pockets of Mansfield’s garments 
were taken a gold watch and chain, a 
Masonic charm and about $3 in change. 
From Mr. Rheen's clothing the thieves 
took a gold watch, chain, charm and 
gold cross, and a pocketbook contain- 
ing an indorsed check for $75, an unin- 
dorsed check for $38, a %5 gold piece, 
and some papers. 

All the clothing except Mr. Rheen's 
trousers was found outside the buil- 
ing, also the pocketbook, from which 
everything but the $5 gold piece had 
been taken. 


IMANTOUR IS CHOICE 
OF DIAZ AND REYES.

MINISTER OF FINANCE LIKELY TO 
BE NEXT PRESIDENT. 

He is Said to Possess All the Quali- 
ties Necessary to Carry on the Work 
of the Great Man Now at the Helm 
of Mezico, 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS-—P.M.] 

CITY OF MEXICO, March 8.—Recent 
telegrams from points on the American 
fronticr to journals of weight and prom- 
inence in the United States deal with 
the important matter of the succession 
to the Presidency of this republic in 
case of the retirement of President 
Diaz, or at the expiration of his pres- 
ent constitutional period, and it was 
stated that he would, in such case, be 
succeeded by the present Minister of 
Wear, Gen. Bernardo Reyes. 

American papers have widely com- 
mented on this dispatch, praising the 
Minister of War as a valiant soldier and 
as Governor of the important State of 
Nuevo Leon, where his administration 
gave satisfaction not only to the Mexi- 
can people, but to resident Americans, 
and it was properly argued that so 
capable an administrator would be cer- 
tain to carry on the wise policy of Pres- 
ident Diaz, who has created what is 
now generally called “Modern Mexico.” 

American editors also noted the fact 
of sympathy existing between Ameri- 
cans and Gen. Reyes who, it is said, 
would be certain to maintain the peace 
of Mexico unaltered. 

It is khown on unimpeachable author- 
ity that Gen. Reyes in case of the 
Presidential succession being open for 
the causes named, would give his cor- 
dial support to the candidacy of Min- 
ister of Finance José Ives Liman- 
tour, a statesman of demonstrated aptl- 
tude for the highest position in the gov- 
ernment, and a strong and able man 

People unacquainted with Mexican 
affairs have sometimes regarded Senor 
Limantour as being merely a financier, 
which is an error, and it is believed, ap- 
parently in the United States, that only 
a soldicr can maintain the present 
most satisfactory state of things in this 
country, and thus it has come about 
that the American press has spokep 
enthusiastically of Gen. Reyes as the 
successor of President Diaz, but it is 
known here that Gen. Reyes is, hitn- 
self, one of the elements of strength be- 
hind Minister Limantour. as Gen. 
Reyes has clearly and publicly, on va- 
ricus occasions, expressed himeeif.

Following the 
rapid development of the lo. a! ofl flelds, 
the advent of the Salt Lake road and 
the general business activity which 
has marked this city in the last few 
months, come oi! refineries and kindred 
manufacturing enterprises seeking ad- 
mission. But refineries in the past 
have been objectionable on account cf 
the odors which they emit. Citizens 
are slow to believe that modern meth- 
ods have removed many of the d's 
agreeable features. Therefore ev:. 
attempt to locate a refinery has be:

Perhaps no more potent argu: 
for the election of Councilmen iro 
the city at large instead of from ih. 
several wards has been advanced thar 
the p..ceedings with reierence to the 
location of such industries. When cap- 
italists wished to build a refinery in 
the Seventh Ward some time ago the 
representatives in the Council. pro- 
tested with all his might because of 
the votes which it meant to him. Other 
Councilmen were inclined to favor the 
enterprise as of benefit to the whole 
city. Now an attempt is being meade 
to locate a refinery in the Eigbth Ward, 
end the representative of that beiii- 
wick is having bad dreams, while the 
member from the Seventh smiles and 
says, “Oh, well, its a good thing to: 
the city.”

SCHOOL BONDS. 
ELECTION IN PROSPECT. 

Ordinances calling a special election 
to vote on $440,000 of common-school 
bonds and $200,000 of bonds for a poly- 
technic high school, have been pre- 
pared wy the City Attorney for pres- 
entation to the Council. As has been 
stated, a test of the charter provision 
limiting the aggregate indebtedness of 
the city to $2,000,000 is deemed neces- 
sary by the city authorities before the 
election is actually held.

On the interpretation 
placed on the charter provision by 
that tribunal will depend the issuance 
of ell bonds except sewer and water 
bonds.

BERG IN TROUBLE. 
FALSE PRETENSES ALLEGED. 
Complaint was filed in the Township 
Court yesterday against J. A Berg, 


' president and manager of th» Ameri- 


can Dye Works of this city, charging 


him with obtaining money by false 
| pretenses. 

The February report cf City Treas- 
urer Workman shows the largest re- | 


A warrant for his arrest was issued 
by Justice James, and placed in the 
hands of Constable Yonkin late in the 
afternoon. The complaining witness {s 
D. W. Drummond, an invalid. 

According to the District Attorney, 
whe issued the complaint, the alleged 
facts are somewhat startling. Jt ts 
charged that on or about September 
10, Berg represented to Drummond that 
he was eager to open an agency in 
San Bernardino, and wanted a compe- 
tent man for the place, who could put 
up $1000 as a guarantee of faithful per- 
formance of contract. He said, it Is 
alleged, that an agency In San Ber- 
nardino would be worth $85 a month. 
Relative to the $1000 guarantee, the 
prospective agent was told that he 
must buy 100 shares of the capita! stock 
a cor- 
poration with a capita! stock of $25,000, 
which, he is alleged to have repre- 
sented, was fully paid up, and earning 
a yearly dividend of 24 per cent. An- 
other alleged stipulation was that the 
company would stand ready at any 
time to buy back the agent's stock 
with acerued dividend, thus allowing 
him, upon due notice, to get his money 
back and quit the job. . 

Now, Drummond, who is in Southern 
California for his health, says all these 
representations were false. 

When he made a demand for the $950 
with which he bought stock to secure 
the San Bernardino agency, he says 
Berg told him to read the contract. 
whereupon it’ was discovered that the 
contract had simply “reterved the right 
te buy back the stock,” but that was 
all. 
weputy District Attorney Willis says 
the office is aware of tenm-inetances 
wherein Berg has gotten money in a 
manner similar to the facts alleged by 
Drummond. 

In some cases, it te stated, he did 
business with prospective agents in his 
own name and kept the money. When 
any complaints were registered, he 
would promise to look the matter up 
and settle with the corporation, but he 
never could get around to do so. 

The Redlands and San Diego agents 
are also sald to be howling in the 
Drummond strain. 

An effort was made to interview Berg 
linet night, but he could not be found. A 
civil action was recently begun against 
Dy the Superior Court by one Long- 
fellow to recover 31000 put up to secure 
a job as book-keeper and assistant 
u.anager, and several attachment pro. 


ceedings are pending in the Township 
Court against Berg and his corpora- 
tion.

TAKES HIS FRANCHISE 
INTO U.S. COURTS. 
Asks in a Suit Filed Yesterday That 
the City Be Restrained from Restrain- 


ing Him from Building Under the 
Vetoed Franchise. 


FIGHT 


The latest move in the street-rail- 
way-franchise war was made yester- 
day when the management of the Pa- 
cifle Electric Railway Company filed 
in the Federal Court here a bill of 
complaint against the city of Los An- 
geles and the Los Angeles Traction 
Company, naming as defendants the 
City Council, the Mzuyor. William 8&. 
Hook and E. A. Davis. The complain- 
ants claim the legal ownership of the 
disputed franchise and ask that the 
city, the Traction Company and E. A. 
Davis be enjoined from exercising any 
rights or privileges in cennection with 
the same. 

The complainants allege that on 
November 25, 1901, they presented to 
the Council! an application for the elec- 
tric street-railway franchise: that the 
Board of Public Works, to which the 
matter was referred, recommended 
that it be offered for sale; that upon 
the proper date the Pacific Electric 
Railway Company, offered a bid ot 
$25.000, W. 8. Hook for the Traction 
Company, a bid of $37,500, E. A. Davis 
a bid of $129,000 and E. Murray a bia 
of $415,000. It is further alleged that 
the bids of Hook, Davis and Murray 
were all made on behalf of the Trac- 
tion Company, “with, fraudulent in- 
tent to prevent competition in bidding,” 
and thet the Murray in question, 
whose bid was at first accepted by the 
Counclh. is not a Person of any nan- 
cial standing, could not at the time 
pay the sum of hi: bid, and never ma» 
be expected to pay it. It ts set forth 
that after the withdrawal of the ac- 


ceptan:e of Murray's bid by the Coun. } 


cil Hook appeared before the Council 
in pursuance of the fraudulent scheme 
and ciaimed that it had ne power to 
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fi 


do anything but accept the next high- 
est bid, that of vis. Knowing the 
fraud, the bil! says, the complainants 
appeared before the Counci) and of- 
fered a second bid of $152.900, or 10 
per cent. over the bid of Davis, and 
that for that price the franchise was 
sold to the Pacific Electric Railway 
Company, and the money for it re- 
ceived by the Cue Treasurer. There- 
fore, it is ziaimed that the franchise 
belongs legally to the Pacific Electric 
Railway Company, that the Traction 
has no foundation for its claim to the 
franchise: that the Council has no right 
to return the money to the said purt- 
chaser, and that its attempt to do. 80 
has no effect on the rights of that 
urchaser. Absolute ownership of the 
ranchise is claimed, and the bill al- 
leges that the setting aside of the pur- 
chaser was done “without authority, 
and with intent to deprive the ownet 
of rightful property.” all of which is 
contrary to the Constitution of the 
United States. 

As the complainants desire to com- 
mence active work within the limit of 
four months, as per stipulation in the 
advertisement of the sale of the fran- 
chise, and as they will be restrained 
from work by force by the officers of 
the city, they pray that a writ of sub- 
poena be granted against the defend- 
ante. and that they Phe required to 
answer the allegations set forth in the 
hill of complaint; that th complain- 
ants be adjudged the owners of the 
franchise, and that the city be forcibly 
restrained from preventing active w ork 
on the street railroad. Also that the 
defendants be ordered to appear in 
court to show cause 5 why the injunction 
should not be issuec. 
Wellborn did not 
a date for the hearing of the defe 
ants. but took the complaint unde:

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NATURE'S MIRACLES. 
T HAS been said that the days of miracles are past, 
and that in this modern age when the great aim of 
men seems to be to heap up riches, and the strife of 

nations is to excel in commercial greatness and grandeur, 
little thought is given to the miraculous, and we never 
dream of witnessing it or of having any share in its 
wonders. But what blind, unseeing eyes have we, when 
here in California is just now oceurring, as it does ev- 
ery year, one of the great miracles of nature. Go out 
into our highways and you will see our hills and fields 
all aglow with the golden poppy. which lies outspread 
like a glowing sunset cloud, whose glory is seen far out 
at sea. Swinging on their slender stems these golden 
flowers light ail the land with their fame. This copa 
de oro—cup of gold--as called by the Spaniards, seems 


to have caught all the light of the sun in its cup, and 


to have folded the glory and the beauty of the day 
amid its petals. Look upon the broad poppy fields that 
are glowing like ten thousand suns, and say, if you can, 
that there is nq miracle revealed ia this splendor of 
color, this wonderful glory of light upon our hills and 
fields. 

A few short weeks ago and our hills were brown and 
bare, but the rains came, and the emerald grasses sprang 
to life, and later this miracle of color was wrought. 
From San Diego in the south to the mighty Sierras of 
the north we find these flowers lighting the hills and 
valleys of every county of the State with a beauty bright 
as a distilled sunbeam. Long ago the Spanish mariner 
far out at sea caught sight of their golden splendor 
as he approached our shores, and the wanderer upon 
the desert found them nodding him @* welcome as he 
neared its boundaries and passed out from the white 
silence of its sands to a world of bloom and of beauty. 

It is the miracle of God's power and unforgetting prov- 
idence that works all these changes in nature, that col- 
ors ane flower with the gold of the sunshine and an- 
other with the crimson of the sunset, that paints the 
whiteness of the lily'’s face, and the rich emerald of the 
trees and grasses. What aposties of joy are these things

dwellers of the Pacific side of the Sierras is af-

' Whatever period may be related to its beginnings, the 
great machinery of force and matter has worked out 
through successive ages some wonderful pictures in the 
Pacific chain. The ocean mists seem to recall the long, 
mysterious processes of creative work, and the time 
when man’s future dwelling place rose from the uni- 
versal ocean. 

“When He gave the sea His decree 

That her waters should not pass His limits; 

When He determined the foundations of the earth.” 

The dreamer who loiters along the sands, recalling 
the sea songs of the poets, the folk-lore music of other 
lands, or the fragmentary memories of classic myth or 
tradition, is won over to the mariner’s view of the ocean 
environment. The words of Homer, Hugo, Stevenson, 
Kipling. Shakespeare, Wordsworth, Tennyson and a host 
/of others who have written of the sea, will soon be 
relegated to some silent substratum of consciousness.

Oh, the miracles of hature are about us 
on every hand, in every flower and blade of grass, in 
the melody of every bird that sings; in every swaying 
leaf, in every tree, that year by year creeps silently

These springtime days of the seashore give the impr 
sionist a picture of a period of irrepressible youth, with 
men fitted to grapple with the emergencies of the time.

With increase of 
microphonic power, one might even hear the messages of 
peace and good will which will in some far day iell of a 
world’s unity. The course of events has made the islands 
of the Pacifics, in a near sense, a part of the obligation 
of the United States. Swift communication is necessary 
to an intelligent ordering of the duties of government. 

‘California, by the success of her shipbuilding, the mul- 
titudejof her seafaring populations, and her geographical 
situation, holds a unique position as the western ad- 
vance guard of the United States. By a thousand cor- 
relations which bind the past and future in the long 
chain of causes and effects, this State is called by destiny 
to such relations as are parts of the inherent law of 
humanitarian empire. If one ‘could listen to the heart 
whisper of the world it would be that of submerged in- 
dividuality reaching out in wistful tones toward a higher, 
freer life. 

Something of this gift may follow the irrigation of the 
desert, furnishing homes to vast populations. With the 
inter-oceanic canal opening new paths to emigration, 
divided nations may meet along lines of growth and de- 
velopment. The picture is no dream. It is a part of the 
compelling logic of coming events. “ 

This is the age of initiative. With forces of ocean 
cables, wireless telegraphy, and new systems of sig- 
nals, the dangers and tragedies of the sea may be largely 
prevented. Many persons still remember the joy of the 
people when the first message, “What hath God 
wrought?” was flashed over the wire. There are coming 
festivals of communication of greater magnitude in the 
diffusion of light, knowledge, and civilization. 

Facilities of communication are the triumph of the 
hour, and the romance of its history is daily unfolding 
in the achievements of the varied schools of electrica] 
engineers. The attention of mankind follows the inter- 
oceanic canal, and the Pacific Ocean communication is 
everywhere engrossing the thought of statesmen, 
philosophers and philanthropists.

Land of Gold.

that time the country was producing about $23,000,00( 
worth of gold a year from its placer mines. The yield 
Was even greater when I visited Korea in 1894, just be- 
fore the war between China and Japan, although no 
modern machinery had yet been used. 

Gen. Greathouse of California was then adviser to the 
King. He told me the mountains were full of gold and 
Thomas W. Power, the young American electrician who 
put the lights into the King’s palace, described to me 
how the King’s ministers once brought him a box filled 
with gold dust and nuggets in payment of a bill against 
the King for electrical machinery. Mr. Power said that 
one of the nuggets was as big as the palm of his hand 
and about an inch thick. His bill was for $47,000 and 
the gold realized more than that amount when he sold 
it at the mint in Osaka, Japan. 

So far the Americans are doing the only mining of 
much importance. Other concessions have been granted 
to the Pritchard-Morgan syndicate, an English com- 
pany, and to E. Meyer & Co., representing German cap- 
italists. The German concession is small, and it ad- 
joins that held by Hunt and Fassett. The English con- 
cession is about half the size of the American and it is 
situated to the south of the latter. Both English and 
Germans are doing some work. The success of the 
American company is known throughout the Far East. 
It has brought numerous miners and capitalists to Korea 
who have so annoyed the government that for the time 
no further mining concessions are being granted. 


Japan’s New Korean Trunk Line. 


The work on the railroads, however, is still going on. 
The Japanese have surveyed a railroad system from the 
capital, Seoul, to Fusan, the southermost port of Korea. 
Fusan ‘has an excellent harbor, only a short distance 
from Nagasaki, and this road will probably form the end 
of a Korean connection with the Trans-Siberian road. 
so that one can take the cars In any part of the Enu- 
ropean continent, and go to Japan with only a night's 
ride or so by water. The distance fram Scoul to Fusan 
is about thrge hundred miles. It is estimated that the 
road will cost 25,000,000 yen, or $12,500,000 in gold. This 
is more than $40,000 a mile, and it is doubted whether 
the traffic of the road will pay an interest on the cost of 
construction. The road would be of great value to the 
Japanese in case of war and it will form the chief high- 
way of Japanese trade to Korea. “ 

Fusan has a large Japanese settlement. and its for- 
eign residents, most of whom are Japanese, now num- 
ber about 6000. The Korean town of Fusan is apart 
from the foreign settlement. It is surrounded by walls 
within which live about 33,000 people. The port has a 
trade approximating $5,000,000 a year.” Seoul, the cap- 
ital, at the other end of the line, has a population of 
about 300,000, and it is the center of all things Korean. 


Bought This Road of Americans. 


The Japanese are very anxious to control the railways 


‘cans have built from the port of Chemulpo over the 
mountains to Seoul. That concession was first granted 
to James R. Morse of New York, one of the best-known 
Americans in the Far East, and its building was begun 
by the American firm of Messrs. Collbran and Muotwick. 
The road is twenty-five miles long. It is of the stand- 
ard American gauge, and its construction offered no 
great engineering difficulties. The price agreed upon was 
$1,500,000 in gold, including the bridge over the Han 
River, which was to cost $190,000. Messrs. Collbran and 
Bostwick completed a large part of the road. They or- 
dered all their materials from the United States, in- 
cluding timber from Washington and Oregon. They 
had the materials on the ground when Morse sold out 
the whole to a Japanese syndicate, which has finished 
the construction and is now operating the property. The 
rolling stock is American and up-to-date, but the 
engines are little yard engines instead of the camel- 
backs used on our roads. The Japanese insisted on small 
engines, and they are laboring under great disadvan- 
tages on this account. “ 

I told that the Koreans patronize the cars. They 
are the laziest mortals on the face of the globe, and the 
richer among them think it beneath their dignity to 
walk. A noble usually has two servagts with him dur 
ing every pedestrian trip. One servant walks along on 
each side and holds him up by passing one hand undey 
his arm pit. 

A French Railroad -Concession. 

Another Korean road which promises weil is being 
surveyed by Frenchmen. This will unite Seoul with the 
ngrthweetern boundary of the country, ending at the 
town of Weichu. French capitalists are interested in it, 
and it is to be built by French engineers with French 
material. It will form the nérthern extension of the 
road from Seoul to Fusan. and from its terminus a 
branch will probably be built through Manchuria to 
connect with the great Russian line. The Korean gov- 
ernments Wants the road built, and it is expected that it 
will give about $50,000 per annum to it. 


The Biggest Electric Plant in Asia. 


It seems odd that the largest electric plant in Asia 
should be found in the hermit land of Korea, but this is 
the case. Messrs. Collbran and Bostwick have the man- 
agement of it, and they are operating it successfully. 
It includes electric lights for Seoul, which, as I have 
said, has 300,000 people, and it also includes an electric 
railroad, embracing the principal streets of that city, 
and running a long distance outside. The street rail- 
road is is an overhead trolley, and its rails and rolling 
stock are of the most improved American pattern. 
Each car has two divisions, one open and the other 
closed. The open part is for the second-class passen- 
gers, who pay lower fares than those who ride in the 
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closed part. The cars are run by Korean motormen, who 
are rather careless, but who, so far, have killed only one 
“of the people they have knocked down or run over. 
The company which furnished the capital is entirely 
Korean, with Ye Cha Yun, who was formerly Korean 
Minister to Washington, as president. It has issued 
about $300,000 worth of stock, and Mr. Collbran received 
&@ payment of $100,000 at the beginning of his contract. 
The road was originally planned to have but six miles 
of track. It already has ten miles, and eightcen miles 
more are to be put down. It now runs out through the 
city, passing the. palace, the chief business houses and 
the foreign quarters, and goes on to the tomb of the 
Empress. 
Collbran and Bostwick have also secured a bank con- 
cession, and they are now putting up a handsome build- 
ing in the center of the city at a cost of 75,000 yen. 
_ They have a contract for waterworks in Seoul and an- 
other for a short interior railroad. They are enterpris- 
ing men and promise to make fortunes in this part of 
the Far East. Mr. Collbran comes from Denver, where 
he is well Known in railroad circles, and Mr. Bostwick 
is from San Francisco. 


Yankees are Prominent in Korea. 


Indeed, the Americans are among the most prominent 
of the foreigners in Korea. This has been so since the 
country was opened. It was an American, Admiral 
Shufeldt, who made the first treaty with the King and 
American missionaries have been the chief educgjors of 
the people. An American, Dr. Horace N. Allen o Ohio, 
saved the life of one of the royal family when he was 
almost cut to pieces in a revolution in Seoul about six- 
teen years ago, and since then he has of all the for- 
eigners been the closest to the high officials of the court. 
He was a friend of the late Queen and now that His 
Majesty is an Emperor he holds equally close relations 
to him. It has been largely through Dr. Allen that the 
Americans have been awarded the best of the conces- 
sions and that they have a fair chance at everything. 
He was for some years secretary of our legat'on at Szoul, 
but when McKinley became President he appointed him 
Minister, which position he now holds. He is indeed a 
valuable man. 

Another American acts as adviser to the Korean gov- 
ernment, and an American is employed as its civil engin- 
eer and Americans will probably supply the materials for 
the Emperor's new palace which is already planned. 
David W. Deshler, the stepson of Gov. Nash of Ohio, is 
treasurer of the American Mining Company and is also 
engaged in private banking in Seoul, while W. D. 
Townsend of Boston has a big business in his rice mills 
and in importing all sorts of American goods for Ko- 
reais. 

In addition to these there are about 150 missionaries 
representing the different churches of the United States. 
They have their stations in all parts of the country. 
They have.excellent schools and are doing a vast deal 
of good. The most of them are men of good education 
und of sterling ability. Several have written books 
about the country and not a few have aided in organiz- 
ing schools for the Emperor. 


American Goods in Korea. 

‘The Koreans already take much American cotton, 
and this trade can be greatly increased. The whole pop- 
ulation drésses in cotton and the country raises prac- 
tically none. They want the best of cotton and like to 
have it of all colors, pinks, light blues. yellows and 
whites. In the winter they pad their clothes with raw 
cotton for the warmih. The trade is hardly enough to 
Warrant the sending an agent to Korea alone, but in 
connection with Manchuria and North China it could be 
made profitable. 

There are steamships which go from Nagasaki and 
Kobe to Tien-tsin, calling at Fusan and Chemuipo. The 
time from Kobe to Chemulpo by direct steamer is three 
or four days, and by the regular steamers which call here 
it is about six days. The fare from Yokohama to 
Chemu!po !s $25 gold, and I should judge about as much 
additional to cross the Yellow Sea from Chemulpo to 
Tien-tsin. 

Korea can also be taken in on the way to Viadivo- 
stok. .There are steamers from Nagasaki and Fusan 
around the east coast to Gensan and then north to 
Viadivoetok at the eastern terminus of the Trans-Si- 
berian road. I have traveled on all ef these lines and 
have found the food. invariably good and the other ac- 
commodations comparatWely so. The trip across the 
Yellow Sea is apt to be boisterous and somewhat dan- 
gerous, but a tour can be planned which should result 
in many orders for our commercial travelers who rep- 
Tesent the articles most desired by the people. 


' What the Koreans Want. | 


American drummers, who speak English only, can ge? 
along at any of the ports, for there is always some one 
there to act @s an interpreter. In their trips to the’ in- 
terior they will need to carry a guide and interpreters. 
There are hotels al Chemulpo, Seoul, Gensan and Fusan. 
That at Seoul is Japanese, with beds on the floor. The 
prices everywhere are about $2 per day, and the in- 
terior travel is comparatively cheap. 

Some knowledge of Korea and the Koreans is needed 
before coming. The things you might suppose to be in 
most demand are not wanted at all. For instance. it is 
cold there in winter, but you could not give away stoves. 
The rooms of most Korean houses are small, and they 
are heated by flues which run under the floors. Cook 
stoveet are unknown and furniture of our kind is: not 
wanted. 

There is a good opening for American tobacco. Men. 
women and children smoke, and everyone has his pipe. 
The people grow some tobacco, but they do not under- 
stand how to cure K, and prefer the foreign article. 
There is a great demand for cigarettes, but not much 
for cigars, except those as thick as a lead pencil. The 
Emperor smokes cigarettes. He prefers American 
makes, and especially likes the Virginia tobacco. There 
are many Japanese cigarettes sold and quite a lot of 


are quick to imitate, and they can learn to think. 


With the new railroads there will be some demand 
for American machinery, rails and rolling stock, al- 
though it is probable that the Japanese wil! equip their 
lines as far as possible from their own country. Quite 
a lot of bridging will have to be done, and there should 
be a market there for our Pacific Coast lumber. 


Banking and Money Matters. 


The new banks started by Americans will probably 
make money. Interest rates are very high and the peo- 
ple will borrow to the full extent of their possibilities. 
The court spends a great deal and, notwithstanding the 
poverty of the masses. there are nobles who live as ex- 
travagantly as our rich men at home. Among the poor 
and out in the interior copper cash is the principal cur- 
rency. It takes a thousand or more cash to equal the 
value of a silver dollar, and if one travels far he must 
take along an extra mule or bullock to carry his money. 

Extortion is often practiced by the higher officials, 
and during the winter especially there is danger from 
robbers. As a result the natives have curious ways of 
concealing their money. They make the earth their safe 
deposit boxes. They dig a pit im the yard back of the 
house and cover its bottom with cash. They now 
spread some earth over the cash and reduce it to a mud 
by sprinkling it with water. They do this when the 
thermometer is below freezing point, and in a short 
time the money and mud have become one solid mass. 
Then they sprinkle more money on top of this and fol- 
low with another layer of mud. This is frozen in turn, 
and so it goes on until! all the money is thus embedded. 
The earth near the top of the pit contains no money 
but as it is well wet down it is also frozen solid and re- 
mains so until spring.

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HUNTING WITH CAMERA. 


UNIQUE V*CATION OF TWO PEOPLE 
IN COLORADO. 


Kroma Special Correspondent. 
D ENVER (Colo.) Feb. 28.—Hunting big game with 


the camera has been tried by many amateurs, but 

Mr. and Mrs. A. G. Wallihan of Colorado are prob- 
ably the only photographefs in the world who have made 
it @ profession. President Roosevelt, during his recent 
outing in the big game country, saw these camera en- 
thusiasts at work and expressed the opinion that the 
buffalo would not now be regarded as such a total loss 
had there been such naturalists on the plains in early 
days or had photographic art been sufficiently developed 
to admit of rapid outdoor work. 

Por several years, Mr. and Mrs. Wallihan have lived 
in a little cabin in Routt county, Colo., in the heart of 
the big game region. Their days have been given over 
to tracking deer, elk, mountain lions, bobeats and other 
wild game, and their nights to developing negatives, and 
planning fresh expeditions into the haunts of the shyest 
animals in the world. When they began this life work, 
the deer were so numerous that they tramped past the 
cabin door in droves. Noble elk stood at the very 
threshold, while the tracks of mountain lions always 
encircled the little cabin and the call of the bobcat and 


_ coyote could be heard all night long. But in recent 


years Colorado's noblest game has been decimated. 
Hunters have flocked to the big game country from all 
over the United States and Europe, and now, if the Wal-

of mountain lions, and in order to get a few good nega- 
tives they have often risked their lives. The mountain 
lion is not a dangerous beast, until be is cornered, but 
when he is backed up against a cliff side, or when he is 
crouched in a tree-top, with a pack _of yapping hounds 
below, he is an ugly customer and one that any man will 
do to keep out of jumping distance. Mr. Walliban, how- 
ever, walked directly under one of those lions, and se- 
cured a photograph of it in midair, with paws out- 
stretched and mouth wide open. The lion alighted within 
six feet of where the camera enthusiast stood, but the 
photographer counted the risk as nothing, when com- 
pared with the faet that he had secured the only pic- 
ture of a mountain lion in the act of jumping. 

The old-time silver-tip grizzly is hardly ever seen in 
the Rockies today. The black bear and the cinnamon 
bear are comparatively common, but the grizzly is such 
a foe of mankind, and it is such an honor to secure his 
claws for trophies, that his race is about run. The big 
wolf of the mountains, too, is growing searce, and so is 
the Canadian lynx, while the bebcat’s fine fur has 
marked him for early extinction. All these animals have 
been trailed by the hunters whose weapon is the camera 
instead of the rifle, and they have been “snapped” when 
they did not know that there was an enemy within miles, 
the result being a collection of anima! studies that is in- 
valuable for the purpose of the naturalist. 

Mr. Wallihan, whose years of study of wild game life 
have made him familiar with the habits of wild game, 
says that the deer is the most capricious and the most 
suspicious of all animals. On one occasion, when fol- 
lowing a trail, the photographer put his thumb into a 
hoof print, to see how old it was. The deer took the 
back track and returned over their own trail. The leader

tihans desire a picture of some animal, they must go 
far into the wilderness. Where they coulf sight a hun- 
dred deer five years ago, # is hard to see one now. Not 
alone have the white hunters depopulated the moun- | 
tains of their primeval occupants, but Indians from the 
Uintah Ute reservation bave made annual! raids into 
Colorado in the autumn, killing bucks, does and fawns 
indiscriminately, and retiring across the Siate line laden 
with pelts. All this has made the business of the pro- 
fessional wild game photographer vastly more difficult 
than it was a few years ago, and it is predicted that, un- 
less instant steps are taken to protect the big game of 
the Rocky Mountains, another decade will see the deer 
and other animals so scarce that securing good photo- 
xvaphe of them in their natural haunts will be impos- 
sible. 

The difficulties under which the Wallibans have 
worked are almost beyond comprehension. In order to 
secure one fairly good negative of a deer they have 
tramped hundreds of miles, in all kinds of weather, have 
Duffeted their way through mammoth snowdrifts, or have 
fat half-frozen behind a tree or bush, waiting until the 
quarry came within focusing distance. In photographing 
the prong-horned antelope the work has been particu- 
larly hard. This animal is probably the shyest thing on 
earth. It is to be found only on the open prairies, hence 
to approach it within photographing distance would 
seem impossible. Yet Mr. Wallihan, who is better skilled 
in woodcraft than the hero of a Cooper romance. has 
succeeded in so deceiving these animals that they have 
walked within range of an ordinary lens. With a tele- 
phote lens, which magnifies objects at comparatively 
Freat distances, he has secured many admirable pictures 
of antelope. One of his pictures of antelope crossing a 
stream delighted President Roosevelt beyond measure. 
as the President has often followed the antelope and 
knows how difficult they are to get within shooting dis- 


tance, to say nothing of within the range of a camera. 
The Wallihans bave secured some remarkable pictures | 


photographer, who was waiting for the band to come 
within focusing distance, saw nothing but the twinkling 
heels of the herd disappearing over the nearest hill. On 
one occasion, when the phptographer had lain for hours 
concealed behind the brow of a hill, a herd of deer 
browsed within easy snap-shot distance. Several pic- 
tures were taken, and then, baving secured al! he de- 
sired, the photographer arose and wearily stretched his 
arms above his head. The deer, however, did not take 
fright, but continued to graze, much to the astonishment 
of the photographer. There were so many in the band, 
and the tossing horns were so numerous that evidently 
they bad not noticed the photographer's waving arms. 
On one occasion, a flashlight was fired when a band of 
deer were swimming across a river. The sudden flash so 
frightened the animals that they “milled,” or swam, in 
a circle in the middie of the stream, for an hour or 
more. Finally, a buck struck out for the shore, and 
the other confused animals followed. On one occasion, 
Mr. Wallihan came directly on a buck that was grazing 
alone. The buck looked at the photographer and evi- 
dently concluded that he was not dangerous. The pho- 
tographer unlimbered his tripod, adjusted his camera, 
focused the ground glass and was ready to take a pic- 
ture, when the buck lay down and prepared to go-to 
sleep. The photgrapher had to step away from his in- 
strument and throw pebbles at the buck before he could 
induce the animal to stand and have his photograph 
taken.

The original mission was built in 1690, by Missionary 
Jesuits; but it was utterly destroyed in 1768 by the 
Apaches, who killed the priests and many of the Papa- 
gos, and drove off all their herds of sheep and cattle 
The erection of the present structure was begun in 1783 
by the Franciscans, whom the Papagos welcomed with 
great joy, bringing forth to them the gold and silver 
soe of the altar, and all the valuable ornaments from 
secure hiding places where they had escaped the plunder- 
ing Apaches. This mission is now considered one of the 
most beautiful structures of the kind on the American 
continent. It is built of brick and stone, stuccoed with 
cement inside and out. It is in the Saracenic style of 
architecture, with high arches and ornamental work in 
low relief. Above the transept is a cupola about fifty 
feet in elevation, while on either side are two towers,

one of which was never completed, in order, it is said, 
to evade the taxes that cannot be levied on unfinished 
church buildings. Immediately over the doorway is the 
coat-of-arms of St. Francis of Assisi, while above this 
is a life-sized statue of the saint 

The interior of the church is extensively decorated 
with frescoes which were painted by the Franciscans 
who administered to the mission; and while the figures 
are crude and inartistic, they show a bold attempt at 
art by men not unskilled in painting. The wood carv- 
ing on the doors and around the altar are exquisite 
pieces of work, and the dark rich wood contrasts very 
effectively with the time-stained plaster walls.

dustrious agriculturists and stock raisers, and their 
reservation includes tracts of the finest farming land in 
the Territory. 

The question has been asked time and again, where 
the fathers obtained the means to erect such a building 
in the desert; and the belief is general now that they 
derived their wealth in secretly working the mines that 
abound in the Santa Cruz Valley, for at that time the 
King of Spain assumed that he was entitled to a royal 
patrimony from the mines worked by his officers. And 
because of his extravagant claims silver mining was 
abandoned, the metal being too bulky to smuggle 
through the lines of the hungry officials; but gold was 
to be found and more easily concealed. The church and 
laity, therefore, were compelled to adopt a gold stand- 
ard and exploited this metal wherever found. In some 
ancient mines which carried two ores, it is curious to 
note that they had been carefully separated, the por- 
tions richest in silver being left in the dumps and where 
the metal predominated across the whole vein work was 
invariably abandoned. 

Talented the spiritual pioneers must have been, for 
here in this one mission we find an architectural treas- 
ure, remmants of painters’ skill, clever work with 
brushes and craftsmen's tools; while here, too, were 
black-robed mining engineers and financiers, and above 
all, they were teachers, who, in the temple raiced in the 
wilderness, taught the half-tamed savages to bend the 
knee before the cross, the emblem for which they lived 
and worked. And they did not work in vain, for al- 
though centuries have passed, the old sweet-toned mis- 
sion bells still awake the quiet of the valley to summon 
the later generations of their converts to worship, in the 
church which still stands a monument to their memory.

SIR PHILIP BURNE-JONES, 


HOPES TO PAINT THE PRESIDENT—PAYS A COM+ 
PLIMENT TO AMERICAN ARTISTS. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—Sir Philip Burne-Jones sails today 
on his first visit to the United States. He has, in ad- 
dition to his own reputation as a painter, the distinction 
of being the son of his father, the great pre-Raphaelite, 
and also of being Rudyard Kipling’s cousin. “On my ar- 
rival in New York,” he said last night, “I shall go 
straight to Washington, where I shall stay for some time 


I hope to get a sitting from the President and mem- 
bers of his family. I shal] visit Chicago and many of 
the western cities and finish my tour, after seeing Boston 
and Philadelphia, by staying some time in New York. 
“America,” continued Sir Philip, “has come before the 
world so prominently in art and commefce during recent 
years that | want to study her institutions on the spot. 
Of her art we in England know little except through the 
medium of a few brilliant men she has sent over to us, 
and it is only justice to them to say that they have com- 
pletely revolutionized the art of portrait painting in 
this country. Their success is an evidence that we are 
not a jealous people on this side. and the academy al- 
ways is ready to recognize American talent such as these 
men undoubtedly possess. No doubt the Americans will 
construe my visit into a sort of English art invasion, but 
I have no intention whatever of settling down in the 
States.” 
“Ig there any truth in the rumor that your visit is as- 
sociated with a projected American-English Art Acad- 
“I cannot say anything definite on that subject just 
now. I want to learn something about American art first, 
and, as this is my first visit to the States, it would be idle 
for me to assume that an institution of the kind would 
be acceptable to American artists. OT course, I have in- 


‘! troductions to the principal men, and if anything can be 


done that is calculated to benefit our profession, I shall 
not be slow to associate myself with my American 
cousins.” 


When Sir Edwin Arnold's growing blindness was first 
announced, it was thought that the condition might not 
be permanent, but this hope has been abandoned now. 
The poet's position as editor of the Telegraph has be- 
come practically honorary, and for the last few weeks 
even his amiable article in the Saturday woman's page 
has not been forthcoming. Like his aged confrére, Jules 
Verne, who is also becoming blind, Sir Edwin has by 
no means given up work, however, and may be expected 
to dictate a book or two yet, now that his newspaper 
labors are lightened. 


THE SCENERY IN JAMAICA. 
The scenery, amidst which the lot of the Jamaica 
missionary is cast, ylelds to that of no other part of the 
world in beauty. Every variety of tropical plant is here 
to entice the gaze, to satisfy the fancy, and as he drives 
along well-kept government roads, he may see at one 
time perched high above him on some rock at the side 
the characteristic hut of the native, with a cocoanut- 
palm or mango tree standing near to sentinel it, or at 
another time groups of the graceful bamboo. like huge 
tufts of bright-green feathers, or again stretches of 
banana plantation or acres of sugar cane showing him 
whence the real development of wealth for Jamaica 
should come. Or it may be that in the wilder distrieta 
he picks his careful way along narrow bridle-paths, 
fords one mountain stream after another, pushes aside 
the masses of giant fern wet with the heavy morning 
dew, which meet from either side before him; struggles 
through the thick guinea grass which tops his own and 
his horse’s head, looks down occasionally from his seat 
in the saddle into hundreds of feet of depth just be- 
neath him, almost beguiled into forgetfulness of dan- 
ger by the luxuriant splendor of verdure with which the 
abyss has clothed its precipitous sides. If mere land- 
scape were to be considered, it would be hard to imag- 
ine a more delightful field of missionary labor.—(Rev.

CAUSES WHICH MAY HAVE LED TO 
MISS STONE'S CAPTURE. 


By a Special Contributor. 


T by brigands, in the region of the Balkan Mountains, 
near the Bulgarian boundary, gave the officials of 
the United States one of the most painful puzzles they 
have had to untangle in many years. It has seemed 
impossible to place the responsibility for the abduction, 
and, in turn, Turkey, Bulgaria, the Macedonian Commit- 
tee, and Russia have been accused of the crime. Now 
that Miss Stone is at last free, through the private pay- 
ment of the ransom, if is to be hoped the solution of the 
puzzling problem will soon be reached, and we shall 
know if the Macedonian party be guilty, as 50 many 
think. 

In order to better understand why the Macedonian 
Committee is so generally supposed to be involved in the 
trouble, a rapid review of the history, geagraphy and 
politics of the region, during at least a half-century, is 
necessary. Up to fifty years ago, Turkey occupied prac- 
tically the whole of the peninsula bounded by the Black, 
the Agean, the Qonian ‘and the Adriatic seas on three 
sides. Through the fierce persecutions of Christians as 
early as 1833, Greece was lost to Turkey, and, one by 
one, the Balkan States followed, the latter being made 
constitutional principalities, tributary to Turkey. Bul- 
garia was wrested from Turkey by Russia in 1877, while 
Roumelia followed in 1885. being annexed to Bulgaria 
The now well-known Balkan Mountains formed a divid- 
ing boundary between Turkey and Bulgaria, Servia and 
Montenegro. Roumania, the fourth of the Balkan States, 
was, and is, north of the Danube, and thus is remote, by 
geographical position, from Turkish influence. Many 
expected and hoped that the high, snow-topped moun- 
tain wall would insure peace, and end, at last, the cen- 
turies-long quarrel between Christian and Moslem. But 
English jealousy of Russia changed the boundaries es- 
tablished by the San Stefano treaty of March, 1878, which 
gave to Bulgaria all the Baikan States, including Mace- 
donia. England insisted upon a new treaty, which was 
finally drawn up at Berlin in July of the same year. 
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This new treaty confined Bulgaria to the land between 
the Danube and the Balkans, ond gave Macedonia back 
to the Sultan, while Bornia and Herzegovinia were 
handed over to Austria. Uatil affairs should become 
settled, Russia was given authority to have supervision 
of political affairs in Bulgaria. This privilege has been 
abused until, at the present time, the large majority of 
Officials are Russian. 

The treaty of Berlin left all the Macedonian Chris- 
tians* under the Turkish yoke, which political arrange- 
ment for the maintenance of the concert of the powers 
has been ever since a constant source of trouble. and 
was the direct cause of the formation of the Macedonian 
Committee. This revolutionary party is somewhat of a 
social nature, partly politi¢al, having at the same time 
moral and almost religious principles incorporated into 
its constitution. 

The Balkan name for the organization means 
“Friendly Union.” The aim is to accomplish one of two 
things: First, the restoration, if possible, of the ancient, 
greater Greece, which shall include all the Balkan States 
—a wild, impracticable undertaking under present con- 
ditions—or, this failing, the absorption of the States into 
Bulgaria to escape Moslem rule. The Macedonian party 
is a constantly-increasing one, composed largely of the 
younger men, not only of Macedonia and Western Rou- 
mania, but of Bulgaria and the other Balkan States. 
‘The headquarters are at Sofia, the Bulgarian capital, 
and European statesmen believe Bulgaria to be in the 
plot to secure the freedom of Macedonia. At all events. 
the organization is recognized by the Bulgarian govern- 
ment, and has had as high ag $60,000 in the Bulgarian 
national bank, collected for its work. 

The constant aim of the Macedonians is to impress 
upon Europe and America the fact that practical anarchy 
exists in European Turkey. They strongly feel and con- 
stantly urge in their widely-distributed literature that, 
as Judson says, “the Turks are an anachronism in mod- 
ern Europe,” and are aliens to European ideals of ciyi!- 
ization, since they are aliens in race, religion, language 
and social institutions 

The Turks are Turanians, with no share of Aryan 
blood or thought. They have no idheritance in the 
Greek and Roman culture, which is the foundation of the 
modern life of the West. They are essentially Asiatic, 
not European. Two of the strongest points scored by

alien to Europe in religion and social institutions. The 
Bulgarians, Greeks, and Macedonians are Greek Chris- 
tians. The Mohammedan faith has from the first been 
more hostile to Christianity than any othe creed, and 
the Turks inherit a thousand years of war against the 
cross. Then polygamy and slavery, “twin relies of bar- 
barism,”’ are utterly opposed to the advance of civiliza- 
tion, and both thrive among the Turks and are fostered 
by their religion and guvernment. 

The Turk, the Macedonians argue, has no conception 


of popular sovereignty or democracy. Govern- 
ment, with them, is a “despotism, tempered 
with assassination.” All their institutions are 


unchanging, there can be no progress. Their one book 
of law is the Koran, which, by an unalterable decree, can 
neither be amended, or repealed. As a result, the gov- 
ernment of the Turks is arbitrary, unjust, corrupt, and, 
at times, wantonly cruel. 

Taxation is levied upon .the simple system of squeezing 
from the individual as much as possible. The rate is 
nominally 10 per cent. of the produce of the goil, but is 
often 12 or 15. If this were all, Turkish taxation would 
not be so grievous, but the method of collection is the 
good old Oriental system of farming it out to speculators, 
and since they, too (and sometimes three.) must make 
their percentage, it often ends in a one-third tax being 
levied, instead of the original one-ténth. This is the 
produce tax only. To this must be added the house, 
land, cattle, tobacco, and pasturage taxes. Then the 
Christian men and youth are not admitted to the mil- 
itary service, and the long-suffering people are heavily 
taxed for this exemption. 

The courts, as a rule, are venal. 
had, if justice it can be called, when paid for, and that 
at igh rate. The*weightiest legal argument today, in 
a Turkish court, is the largest bribe. The evidence of a 
Christian is not good in a Mohammedan court of law, 
and thus a Macedonian is, legally, wholly at the mercy 
of the Turks about him, especially if he is not rich. 

Appreciating all these well-known historical facts, the 
Macedonian Committee argues that there will be, and 
must be, constant friction and unceasing trouble between

sula. All alike are thoroughly democratic in their prin- 
ciples and aims, and all alike are striving to introduce 
the progressive civilization of Western Europe. 

If this federation could be accomplished, there would 
be a free and democratic Slav nation in the south, as a 
balance for the great Slav despotism of the north. The 
committee knows full well, however, that the »owers 
would not for one moment allow this federation. Then, 


knows where or when, because of the jealousy between 
England and Russia. The region is, indeed, the storm 
center of Europe. 

While actual revolt is neither advocated nor urged, all 
the States are kept in constant agitation throughout the 
country districts, and the compulsory education, espe- 
cially in the city universities, is steadily and increas- 
ingly aiding the ‘“revolutionists,” as the party is cailed 
by Turkey. The Turks hate the system of education in- 
troduced by the American missionaries, saying truly 
that Robert College cast Turkey her fairest province, 
Bulgaria. 

Knowing all these facts. it cannot be considered 
strange that the Macedonians would go to almost any 
length to call the attention of the world to their present’ 
unhappy situation. Eastern politics have ever been dark 
and devious, and such an utterly illogical and damage 
ing policy as that involved in the abduction of Miss 
Stone is not impossible for a Balkan reform party to 
adopt. Yet the supposition of such a policy seems te 
those who know the country best highly improbable, 
Much more probability, in their estimation, attaches 
to the theory that Turkey, in order to deal a double blow, 
at Bulgaria and America as well, planned and executed 
the whole dark plot. 

What the end and outcome of it all will be, no one Ie 
sufficiently wise to foretell. But all intelligent people 
feel that the unspeakable Turk cannot stay much longer 
in Europe, and hope that the present crisis may lead to 
the coming of civilization in these fair lands, with their 
brave, patient, although sometimes unwise, peoples. 

The Macedonian Committee has branches in a number 
of European cities, and in New York and Chicago, as 
well. A copy of its constitution and bylaws, printed ia 
a Bulgarian dialect, and sent out by the Chicago branth 
office, lies now before the writer. On the cover is an 
ominous skull, with cross bones, encircled by a military 
belt, on which is printed in English, “Macedonian So- 
city in Ut. S&S America.” The pamphlet contains 
bylaws and regulations similar to those of any like polit- 
ical-benevolent order, having little of especial interest. 

A Central Council or Congress is stationed at Sofia, 
Bulgaria, to which all final reports must be made for the 
annual meeting, the second week in July. Various come 
mittees, consisting of six members each, divide between 
them the administrative work of the society, while the 
executive power is vested in a president, a sub-president, 
a secretary and a@ treasurer. 

While there are more Bulgarians in European cities 
than in the United States, most of those in this country 
have been highly educated, usually in Europe, and are 
men of a fine, high type, physically and intellectually, 
The great majority are professional men, often prom- 
inent physicians and scientists. May there soon come to 
the whole region which they represent, freedom, and 
with it, the opportunities for racial development and 
civikization, which seems al! that Is needed to make a 


strong, noble nation of the Balkan States.

placed in niches in the walls. We pass streets as steep 
as some of San Francisco's worst—stony ladders, they 
seem, propped against a green hillside; others that fall 
toward the blue harbor, like chutes. There are shrines 
of the Virgin under shady trees, holy images, crosses ev- 
erywhere; a white cathedral rises above the brown roofs. 
in the grove-like market place the dealers sit in the 
checkered shade, with their wares spread out beside 
them. To this bustling, brilliant town of the tropics 
there is on the land side a background of vivid green. 

After leaving St. Pierre, we catch a glimpse of the 
old town, Fort de France, where was born. in 1763, Jo- 
Sephine, the fascinating creole who rose to be Empress 
of the French. Everywhere along this coast, above cane 
field and village, the land rises steeply into ridges, which 
fold themselves round some group of blunted cones or 
silent craters; and everywhere the gren woods hid crag 
and cafion, ravine and watercourse. Are the volcanic 
forces dead, or merely sleeping under the verdant can- 
opy? Who can tell? As recently as 1843, a city in 
Guadeloupe was destroyed by earthquake, and, in 1851, 
St. Pierre was alarmed by a threatening outburst of 
ashes and steam. 


A Battle Ground 

The explosiones of human warfare, also, have echoed 
from these island cliffs. In 1783, Rodney fought a battle 
here with De Grasse. He broke the French line, took 
their admiral prisoner, and won a decisive victory which 
gave to England the neighboring island of St. Lucia 
A strange episode in naval history is recalled by Dia- 
mond Rock, off the south end of Martinique. A small 
battery of guns was actually hauled from shipboard to 
the top of the precipice; and the rock was manned and 
rated as a gunboat. It fought well till food and pow- 
der gave out. 

St. Lucia, where we touch after dark, is another island 
of the voleanic type. It is much wilder than Martinique 
and is chiefly remarkable for having a deep, land-locked 
harbor. the safest in these waters. This is now being 
strongly fortified by England. Next morning We are 
out of sight#f land, steaming eastward against a lively 
breeze. Coveys of startled flying fish rise from under 
the bows of our ships, scatter in curving filght, then 
drop like silver darts into the sea. A few yawl-rigged 
fishing boats, manne! by negroes, are seen. Land ho! 
at last, a low coralline island is in sight. 

The gentle landfall of Barbados, with its white cliffs 
backed by a green, undulating country, reminds us of 
the Isle of Wight. Running into Carlisle Bay, we an- 
chor amid a crowd of vessels, sailing ships, mail steam- 
ers and heavy-sparred men-of-war, with their launches 
and pinnaces under their lee. 

Going ashore, we drive through the narrow streets 
of Bridgetown, one of the busiest places in the West In- 
dies. The roads, built of coral rock, are of a dazzling 
whiteness,*the buildings are white, the negresses strut 
in white starched gowns. The only relief to the pervad- 
ing glare is the coal-black of the faces of the swarming 
crowds—a deep, African biack, lustrous in the light, 
sooty in the shade. No cryptic dialect is jabbered here; 
the people talk intelligible English. Natives.of an isl- 
and that has never flown any flag but that of England, 
they are intensely patriotic and look down upon the isi- 
anders who are not ‘Badian born. Like the Southern 
negro, they use the razor in fights. Clerks, storekeepers, 
hack drivers, nearly everyone that passes, is colored. The 
social center of this bustling place is the Ice House, 
where the latest news is posted, flying fish is delicately 
cooked and the American cocktail, under the alias “swiz- 
zie,” is frothed up with a little stick of native wood. 
Ice, hams, cheese and most of the other good things that 
are consumed here are imported, along with mules and 
buggies, from the United States. 

From the croWded city-we are taken to the spacious 
quarter occupied by the garrison, passing the residence 
of the Governor with its fine avenue of palm trees. The 
glare from the rohds is tempered here by the translucent 
green of banana plants. the shade of mangoes, bread- 
fruit and other trees. The soldiers’ barracks, hospital, 
etc., are all spacious buildings with deep verandas; they 
are designed to provide a living-room and free 
access to the heahy sea breeze. Colored soldiers tramp 
by. These then, who are recruited in Jamaica and Bar- 
bados, wear turbans and neat zouave uniforms. Beyond 
the military lines lies Hastings, a kind of suburb by 


‘the sea, where visitors and society people assemble to 


listen to the regimental hands. A large hotel has been 
built here to accommodate tourists. The cool, breezy 
attracts people from the hotter 
siands in the summer and et north 
in the winter. oe 

This offsets to a certain extent the depression of the 
staple industry. A Qasty survey of the extent to which 
Sugar cultivation has been carried here. since it began 
in 1650, can be made from the railroad that crosses the 
island. Elsewhere we had seen mere patches of plan- 
tation checkering the bases of the mountains. Here the 
flat land is al! cleared and cultivated. There is no forest 
or free land; so necessity has compelled the Barbadian 
negro to work. 

Our trip down the islands ended here. As a winter 
cruise there are few that are more attractive: the sea 
is rarely rough, the spectacle varied and interesting. 
There is much to interest the thoughtful traveler. The 
introduction of black aliens from Africa has planted 
here a prolific race, a race that does not go down before 
the white man; abd the sight of these colored multitudes 
hints at race problems that may work to strange issnes 
in coming ages. Naval history, too, has been making 
here from the time of the buccaneers and the galleons 
to that of Nelson and Villeneuve and later, to the grand 
run of the Oregon through these waters to join her con- 
sorts.

IEUT. THORNWALD FRITSCHE, von of Etatsraad

'' Navy,” which, with other works, he published on his 
return, he speaks repeatedly of the high moral tone pre- 
vailing among naval officers, and also commended the 
kindly way in which American officers treat their sub- 
ordinates. 

About three years ago Lieut. Fritsche married, against 
the wishes of his family, a woman his social inferior, 
and disagreements with hig wife led to his separation 
from her about a year ago, and was the cause also of his 
voluntary retirement from the navy at that time. He 
came almost immediately to New York, where he had 
been ever since, 

Three days ago he called on Carl Fritsche-Hansen, 
who is acquainted with the family in Copenhagen, and 
who had charge of his affairs here, and complained of 
feeling unwell. Mr. Fritsche-Hansen, whose relatives 
have endowed a room at the Presbyterian Hospital, sent 
him there, and yesterday morning received word that 
he was dead. Lung trouble was the cause. 

The body will be sent to Denmark for burial.—[New

EVERY DEER ITS OWN PHOTOGRAPHER.

‘animal photograph itself, either by night or day. The

A string is so arranged that the slightest touch 
upon it suffices to uncover the lens. If the photograph 
is to be taken at night, a magnesium light is auto- 
matically ignited at the same instant. 

In either case, the intruder is “taken,” and, when the 
plates are developed, may turn out to have been any- 
thing that runs or crawls or flies. The result, in any 
case, causes, says Mr. Shiras, “none of that remorse 
which comes to every true sportsman, who, when the 
well-aimed bullet strikes down the quarry, is robbed 
of much of the pleasures of the pursuit by the dying 
glance of the innocent and helpless victim.”

THRILLING EXPERIENCE WITH A 
GRIZZLY IN ALASKA,

N THE half light of the early morning the skis 
| suvoea with a sharp, brisk, whisking sound over the 
crusted snow; as the frosty crystals softened and dis- 
appeared before the first rays of the sun our progress, 
gave for the thud of the steering poles, was almost 
noiseless; in another hour the crust settled around us 
with a protesting crunch and soon the thin layer, rotted 
by the heat of the April sun, began to pick up and we 
pushed our way with great difficulty through the soft, 
“bally” snow. 

Through the shaded stretches in the timber it was bet- 
ter—just hard enough to keep on top of the crust and 
soft enough to give good steering grip. We stopped to 
tighten our straps for the steep, twisty, coast to the 
river. Fifty yards below the trail was broken and wal- 
lowed as by some large anima] and we “corduroyed” 
carefully down to avoid the hole before letting our skis 
have their heads. 

“Grizzlies,” pronounced Holt, the scout, as he ex- 
amined the deep row of footprints that led off down the 
hill. “See them claw marks? Black and brown uns al- 
ways walk with um sheathed; nothin’ but grizzlies nail 
er their footprints.

Jaughed Cawston, my English hunting 
companion, coming up and stopping to poke out a wad 
of packed snow from under his instep. “Well, I haven't

follow. Cawston, new to the sport, awkwardly steadied 
himself and fell in behind. 

I rounded the turn at a sharp clip, cutting hard on the 
inside with my pole to keep the road; then, swinging 
into the straight stretch, I settled myself to a crouch- 
ing balance, swung my’pole above my head and gathered 
my breath for the downward plunge.

Come out with a six-inch coat of hair 
and an appetite thag respects nothing from brown bark 
to green prospectors, I-——” 

A faint halloo from below cut short the recital. and 
coasting down to Holt, we learned that the water was 
‘rapidly rising on the river flats and that in another 
hour they would be impassable. The rest of the day 
was @ heart-breaking run, but half a dozen times. where 
‘the going was good in the shadows, Cawston began his 
Story and as many times was compelled to save hie 
breath to pull the reluctant “hickories”’ through the 
@ush. But at night, after we had reached the govern. 
ment emergency cabin @t the forks, eaten a hearty sup- 
per and watched the glory of the Wyoming sunset fade 
over the summits of the Tetons, as we puffed dur pipes 
around the army siove, he opened up again. 

“Speaking of bears——" Holt and I refilled and settled 
resignedly into our sack-upholstered camp chairs and 
Cawston started in at the beginning. 

“In the winter of ninety-seven, my 6)d college mate. 
Chamberlain, and I, whe had been ranching in Southern 
California, went to Alasirwm on the heels of the gold ex- 
citement that so stirred up the country that fall. To- 
gether we had “mushed” our dog teams across the 
frozen mountains into Northwest Territory and, with a 
dozen others, were preparing to placer on one of the 
numerous tributaries of the Upper Alsek River. After 
innumerable adventures and no litle hardships and suf- 
ferings, we had reached our claims early in May, and 
were spending the time till the snow went away suffi- 
ciently to aliow us to sluice, in whip-sawing lumber, 

sQuilding boxes and generally putting things in shape for 


a busy summer. Game was abundant, and it was an un- 
usual thing not to have a megs of fish or a cut of venison 
sizzling in our frying pan, or a stew of grouse or ptar- 
migan simmering on the little Yukon stove. 

“One morning spring came. Perhaps it had come be- 
fore and it was only now that the preliminary work was 
over and a week's more of thaw would leave us in a posi- 
tion to shovel up pure gold, that I noticed it. Anyhow, 
it was nothing more than the unparalleled charm of the 
long-deferred, but doubly beautiful Arctic spring, that 
called me out on this particular morning, and as I kicked 
into my snowshoes—not skis, but the regular old Siwash 
webs—and turned off toward the cafion, inhaling the 
fgesh, but almost balmy, air, it seemed to me that the 
subtie influences of nature had never appealed s0 
strongly to mry senses, and | sped along over the still 
firm crust, happy as a child chasing butterflies. 

“There was still a great depth of snow on the moun- 
tain tops and in the ravines, but here and there the most 
rugged crags were dropping their fringes of icicles and 
rearing their black buttresses higher day by day from 
the banks below. Even the rounded edges of the benches 
were peeping forth, clothed from the moment of their 
first appearance with the brightest verdure, which, 
nursed and fed by the almost endless sunlight of the 
Arctic summer, eagerly advanced over every inch given 
up by the slowly-retreating snow. In some places 
daisies and buttercups were out, heralding, here as in the 
States, the coming of summer, and bravely holding up 
their heads, though now and then the morning breeze 
softly stirring through the cafion, brushed their pretty 
faces against the snow at their back. The morning was 
well along, though the sun, which had been for hours 
shining on the distant peaks, had not yet invaded the 
depths of the river bottoms. Right ahead, over across 
the valley, it struck on the side of a great pyramidal 
mountain, leaving the shadowed side dark and indistinct, 
and throwing the other, as though chiseled from ala- 
baster, Into brilliant and sparkling relief.

PLANTING PINES. 


METHODS EMPLOYED IN REFORESTING 
CALIFORNIA MOUNTAINS. 


By a Special Contributor. H 


is one of the most important problems of the day, 

and Uncle Sam's recent appropriation of $200,000 
over and above the useal stipulation to be devoted to 
forestry purposes gives substantial evidence that the 
needs are imporative. 

The loss to our country by forest fires has been esti- 
mated at $50,000,000 a year, but with the present ar- 
rangements and the increased appropriations such stor- 
jes of destruction will soon be relegated to history. Our 
forests are now protected In a way, but the great areas 
devastated by fire should be replenished with a growth 
of new trecs, and one of the most interesting aad _ re- 
markable prejects of modern times is the reforesting of 
these barren slopes. | 

In the six forest reserves of California, the San Ga- 
briel, San Jacinto, Trabueo, Zaca Lake, San Bernardino

est, killing the trees, and by its heat opens the hermetic- 
ally-seaied cones, thus releasing the seeds. The seeds 
when securely housed retain their fertility for an in- 
definite time. seed 100 years old having been known to 
germinate freely. The tree grows faster during the first 
four years of its life than any other tree. During the 
fourth or fifth year the first cones form in a whorl 
around the main axis of the tree. The base of these 
cones is pointed and does not resist the growth of wood 
as do other cones, the result being that this first group 
is frequently overgrown as the tree expands. Thus em- 
bedded in the heart of the tree the cones wait for fire 
or the woodman’s ax to release them. This species is in- 
valuable as a water conserver, but is of little use for 
timber because of its scraggly stature. 

Eighty pounds of Pinus tuberculata seeds were gath- 
ered during the past year, making a total of 1,600,000 
seeds, all of which, with the exception of a few that 
were distributed in the eastern States, have been planted 
on the barren mountaih slopes of California. The work 
has been done almost exclusively by forest rangers, who. 
when out in the wilds, furnish their tents, cooking uten- 
sils and provisions, and receive a salary of $2 a day. 

After experimenting with various tools without suc- 
cess, a planter was made of three-quarter-inch gas pipe 
three feet six inches long, plugged and sharpened at one 
end, while the other end was turned fora handle. This 
tool fulfilled all requirements and has been used in pref- 
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a@nd Santa Ynez, the united area of which Is about 5.000,- 
000 acres, the work of reforestation is being carried on 
with a vim. Pine seeds were distributed to officers in 
charge of the reserves and to other interested parties 
who agreed to see that they were properly disposed of, 
and, during the past four months, thirty forest rangers 
have been actively employed in planting pine seeds on 
mountain slopes that have been devastated by fire. If 
Nature is propitious these seeds will give birth to forests 
which will in time transform the rugged barrenness of 
their original abode into a beautiful covering of green. 
Thus the irrigation fountains will be redeemed and the 
orchards saved from drought and destruction. 

The subject of reforestation was first agitated in 1897, 
at which time some demonstrative work was accom- 
plished, the experiments proving most profitable of re- 
sults. At élevations varying from 2000 to 10,000 feet 
numerous species of pines were planted, including the 

Pinus tuberculata, Torrey pine, librocedrus, Lamber- 
tiana, Coulter pine, Jeffri, Abbies concolor, and many 
others. Many of these trees are from eighteen inches 
to two feet high at the present date, and give promise 
of being thrifty monarchs. During the past year the 
cones of many.species of pin@® matured in size, but for 

some reason, probably because of five years of successive 
drought, the seeds were all blighted and unfertile, except 

' those of the Pinus tuberculata, and for this reason the 

' geeds of this species have been used almost exclusively 


+ for planting the burned mountain areas this year.

erence to all others. In this work of reforesting, the 
areas planted have have been those exposed to view from 
the valleys, so that the life progress of the forest might 
be easily watched. The rangers begin planting ai the 
tops of the slopes and work back and forth to the base 
of the mountains on nearly level contours, seeds Leing 
planted from three to ten feet apart as conditions per- 
mit. After the planter has been sunk into the ground 
several times to loosen up a space eight or ten inches 
across, the surface is smoothed with the foot. Into this 
the planter is sunk to a depth of three or four inches 
the handle being slightly inclined toward the workman, 
who drops a seed on the upper side against the planter. 
The planter is then removed and with the foot the soft 
earth is pressed close about the seed, which is then ready 
to germinate if Nature is favorably disposed. When the 
ground is moist and there is no frost. from six weeks to 
two months are required to awaken the infant tree and 
give it its first glimpse of the world. In fact, the origin 
of these tree lives is entirely dependent on moisture to 
swell the seed and start the growth. 

There are about 20,000 twberculata seed to a pound, 
and a ranger will plant on an average 1500 seeds a day. 
Whenever possible, the rangers plant seed on the north 
side of rocks or clumps ‘of brush so that the young tree 
may be protected from the sun and wind until its roots 
become firmly established in the soil. 

The seeds of various species of pines vary greatly in 
size, those of the Sequoia gigantea, the largest tree in 
the world, being the smallest of all, there being 100,000 
to a pound. Pifion trees produce the largest seed, 
which average 1100 to a pound, and are the only pine 
seed that has no wing. |

OFFERS FOR DEVELOPMENT.

many steamers trading around the coast of Min- 

danao, every port presents much the same appear- 
ance, and the general opinion arrived at by such voy- 
agers is that Uncle Sam has a white elephant in the 
shape of an island inhabited by a wild race of Moham- 
medan savages, a large percentage of whom dispense 
with clothing and who 4re only awaiting an opportunity 
to wipe the American forces out of existence. Those 
travelers see nothing of the fertile valleys and uplands, 
sparsely populated by various tribes, including Filipinos 
in the north and east, Moros in the west and south, and 
the many hill tribes, all except the former more or less 
industrious but carrying on their agricultural industries 
in the most primtive fashion and with similar imple- 
Inents to those used by the Egyptians 3000 years ago. 

In this article it is my intention to inform those in- 
terested of the opportunities that are awaiting the in- 
vestment of large capital and at the same time endeavor 
to show that the money would be not only safely in- 
vested and yield large returns, but be of great benefit to 
the government in the solution of the problem it has 
undertaken in the control of these people. Taking as 
an illustration, the valley of the Rio Grande, drained 
by a river of the same name, and which extends from 
the delta at the sea on the west to about one hundred 
miles east and northeast. It has an average width of 
about twelve miles, and many of the foothills are well 
situated for tropical agriculture. This valley is drained 
by numerous rivers, the principal being the Rio Grande, 
which is navigable for emal! steamers drawing,:say s!x 
feet of water, for a distance of sixty miles, and would 
be for light-draft, stern-wheel craft for one hundred 
miles or more. There are hundreds of esteros connect- 

. ing with the various rivers which could easily be con- 
verted into a canal system, by means of which a vast 
area of the richest land on earth would be brought into 
easy and cheap communication with the sea. 

‘The prodncts of this land are maize, three crops a 
year; rice, two crops a year, the first crop returning 
from eighty to one hundred cavanes of rough rice for 
every one planted, and the second returns from six to 
ten cavanes for every cavan planted. Coffee, the Span- 
lards claimed, was the best in the world, likewise cacao, 
which shows a magnificent bean. Tobacco grows a 
large, strong leaf, but the curing is badly done. Tapl- 
oca, the finest I have ever seen. I have seen roots of it 
as long as a man’s arm and six inches in circumference, 
growing with no attention after planting. - The rivers 
abound in fish and the forests in game, while for duck 
shooting, there are few places to equal it. The forests 
contain, in large quantities, the various hard woods, 
gutta-percha, honey-resin, a nut called vian, from which 
oil is extracted, while peanuts grow three inches long, 
taving as many as four kernels in one shell. Without 
any attention at all cocoanut trees flourish everywhere. 
I have counted as many as 130 cocoanuts on one tree at 
one time. The bananas are very fine and in great va- 
riety and, like the pineapple, need no attention after 
planting to insure good crops. Sugar cane is grown 
everywhere and while not being “away out of sight.” 
as the Americans say, I have seen sugar-cane a little 
less than thirty feet long. Natives who live in the dis- 
trict where this was grown say they grow cane as much 
as forty feet long. Many Americans have seen cane in 
this valley dress as much as twenty-five feet of sac- 
charine joints; it grows so plentifally, in fact. that no 
householder would consider his crop complete without 
some sugar-cane. 

Of course, I do not desire to convey the idea that the 
products mentioned need no attenuon after planting, 
but that they will grow as stated without practical know!- 
edge or attention. The returns, with scientific cultiva- 
tion, would in all probability be doubled or  trebled, 
which should be a satisfactory recompense. 

The first necessity of the investor of capital is that 
our government pass liberal land laws to encourage the 
investment of capital. Next in impertance is the labor 
question. There are two methods by which labor can 
be procured: First, to employ Moros, locally; and sec- 
ond, the enactment of a contract-labor law, under the 
terms of which foreign labor could be import«d for agri- 
cultural purposes. Under such a law, labor could be im- 
ported under contract for say, five years, and at the end 
of that time make it obligatory on the contractor to re- 
turn them to their country; if, however, the laborers 
who have acquired experience, and hence become valua- 
ble, care to remain and sign new contracts, it might be 
good policy to pay them a money bonus equal to the cost 
of passage to the pojnt whence they came, be it China, 
Japan or British India. With the experience of the 
contract-labor laws in operation in Hawa'i, Queensland. 
Fiji, Natal and other countries, a contract-labor. law 
could be enacted that would be fair and just, and profit- 
able to both the laborers and the capitalist. Under ne 
consideration should the laborer be allowed to remain 
in the country after the expiration of bis contract, ex- 
cept under the conditions named above, nor should they 
be allowed to engage in trade. The sale of goods, etc., 
incident to the operation of the plantations, should be 
carried on by the planters for the mutual benefit of them. 
selves and their employés. Personally, I think a con- 
tract-labor law is necessary, but the Moro must be con- 
siderd in this, his own country. 

At present the Moros are ruled by dattos. These dat- 
tos have for the past two centuries ruled with iron 
hands and have extorted the most possible from their 
followers. The only thing in common between ruled and 
ruler is a kind of hybrid Mohammedanism. With this 


T= THE casual observer or traveler on one of the 


tem has impressed those ruled that they must have a 
datto for their individual protection. - Who the datto is 
makes little difference to him, so long as he receives 
protection and good treatment. Observation has proven 
beyond doubt that the Moro will invariably attach him- 
self to the datto who is best able to protect him and 
who is kindest to him. This characteristic is hopeful 
_for the Americans, for through it it is possible to break 


» | the power and influence of the dattos and in the end 


make industrious and useful citizens out of their now 
savage followers. 

If the large companies that may settle in the Rio 
Grande Valley, or their managers, will treat the Moro 
workmen well, pay them a small salary and deal justly 
with them, in a short time the people so treated will 
undoubtedly regard them as their dattos or protectors. 
Treat those who put themselves under American protec- 
tion well and assure them that they need not pay a cent 
to the former datto, protect them in this property right 
against the threats of the dattos and soon the evil-living, 
brutal, ignorant datto of today will’ disappear for want 
of followers. To avoid trouble with the dattos and to 
recompense them for any loss they might sustain, it 
would be well for the government to pay them a small 
yearly pension as long as they remain loyal to the Amer- 
icans; the rate of payment could be determined by the 
number of followers each lost, not by any system of de- 
scent from any sultan or datto. By the number of their 
followers only can the power of any datto for harm be 
gauged. : 

The policy of yearly payments to the dattos is the 
suggestion of one who has given much thought to the 
subject and who has made his home on the island, and 
will spend his life among the Moros. Dattos who refuse 
such terms, and who show a disposition to stir up strife, 
cauld be disposed of in another way. Readers may say 
the suggestion looks well on paper; how is such a 
change to be inaugurated, it being contrary to the tradi- 
tions, religion, ete., of the people? As to the traditions, 
the planters or companies could dispose of them easily, 
for. as has been shown, those who wish to keep a Moro 
follower must treat them well. Their bybrid Moham- 
medan religion needs explanation; they are controlled tp 
this by sheriffs and punditios; the latter are Moro pricsts 
and expounders of, the Koran, while the sheriff is an 
Arab from North Africa, or Arabia, or British India 
who has drifted over here looking for soft snaps, and 
they have succeeded because they hada primitive people 
o work upon. 

’ The sheriffs, though ignorant and bigoted, being en- 
tirely drawn from the lower classes of their own coun- 
tries, were smart enough to tell the Moros that they had 
been to Mecca, which at once puts them above toiling— 
they are kept by a datto or by contributions; in return, 
they are supposed to expound the Moro-Mohammedan 
laws: these are a few excerpts from the various Moham- 
medan-Arabic laws; they are written In books and kept 
by the sheriff's datto. Anyone even slightly acquaitted 
with the Koran will realize that there is not an act that 
a Moro can commit for which an applicable statute can- 
not be found. These books are handed down from gen- 
eration to generation and ere highly prized, though they 
contain much trash matter. What caused great trouble 
to the Spaniards and to the Americans to this time has 
been the need of a translator for these laws, as no one 
was available who understood Arabic or could read the 
Moro writing. It is true that there were many who posed 
as interpreters and drew salaries from the government 
as such, but I believe that most the trouble with the 
Moros in the past grew out of the presumption that these 
interpreters could interpret, wible in fact they had only 
the crudest knowledge of the language and in their ig- 
_horance misled both parties. This can no longer con- 
| tinue, for the government has been so fortunate as to 
| secure the services of an army doctor who is not only 
highly cultured in English but is a profouw@ Arabic 
scholar. He hag been stationed at Cottabato only six 
months, but he hag learned more of the Moros since 
they first came to the islands, including their language, 

laws and customs, than the Spaniards and English 
| learned in 300 years. He has the qualification of getting 
at the root of the language and can trace its peculiarities 
_and its corruption from the Arabic, and is the only man 
who can read the Moro laws in the original. He is now 
compiling a grammar and dictionary for the use of 
Americans. 

The Moros do not seem to take kindly to our school 
system, so if the Americans are to dea] with them they 
must learn the Moro tongue. If the Moros will come and 
| learn English, then the Americans here must learn «he 

Moro, with a view to teaching the latter people Engiish 
later. To this end the work of this accomplished officer 
will be of the greatest importance.

MINING SULPHUR. 


METHODS EMPLOYED AT THE-GREAT 
MINE IN LOUISIANA. 


From Lake Charles (La.) American. 


HE only sulphur mine in the United States is lo- 

cated eleven miles west of Lake Charles, in section 

29, township 9, south of range 10 west, and is the 
property of the Union Sulphur Company, which is a 
branch of the Standard Oil Company. Very little is 
known of this mine, which is undoubtedly one of the 
richest producing properties in the United States today. 
The reason for this is that the Standard Oil Company 
has hidden its treasure closer than the greediest 
miser ~hides his bold, and its coaching has been Fo 
clever, and thorough, that even we who have lived close 
by for a number of years, perhaps since sulphur was first 
discovered, have been taught to believe the mine of no 
value, and as late as May, 1901, land adjoining the hold- 
ings of this company sold for $5 an acre. 

Exact data connected with the finding of the sulphur 
deposit are hard to procure. There is one theory that a 
famous mineralogist came into this wilderness and 
found indications that led to development; and there 
are other theories too numerous to mention. However 
it may have been, we prefer the primitive and romantic 
history told in a reminiscent mood by one who has all 
the joys and sorrows of three-score and ten, woven and 
intermingled with the history of the Caleasieu sulphur 
mine. 

Seventy-five years or more ago, this was a "forest 
primeval’ Nutberless herds run wild and unclaimed on 
the prairies; lands could be had for the asking, and 
forests of timber, with a few blows of the ax, were hewn 
and framed into houses. Game there was in abundance. 
and the greatest luxuries of a bey’s Hfe were a pony 
gun and traps—and his greatest joy was hunting. 

Among the game killed, bear were plentiful, and it 
was noticed that all bear skins were saturated with a 
thick black grease. This was mysterious to everyone, 
and after several neighborhood consultatiortis, it was de- 
cided to trail “Bruin” to his grease pot. Night after night 
a small army of boys met where, “O’er their heads the 
towering and tenebrous boughs of the cypress met in a 
dusky arch, and trailing mosses in midair waved like 
banners that hang on the walls of ancient cathedrals. 
Deathlike the silence seemed, and unbroken, save by the 
herons home to their roosts in the cedar trees, return- 
ing at sunset, or by the owl, as he greeted the moon with 
demoniac laughter. Lovely the moonlight was, as it 
glanced and gleamed on the water, gleamed on the col- 
umns of cypress and cedar sustaining the arches, down 
through the broken vaults it fell as through chinks in a 
ruin. Dreamlike and indistinct and strange were all 
things around them, and over their spirits there came a 
feeling:of wonder and’’—we imagine cold chills and chat- 
tering teeth, for the reward of their nightly vigil was 
coming in the form of Bruin.

ing of oil, black and of sulphurous odor. 

In those days news traveled slowly, and as no especial 
importance Was attached to the find, it was several yeas 
later before the first prospecting was done; then with 
primitive tools a wel! was attempted, which resulted % 
producing all the oil that was used in the neighborhood 
for lubricating purposes, and for wounds on pories and 
cattle, for a number of years. Strangers occasionally 
visited this well, and occasinally tests were made 
previous to and until] the time of the Civil War, which 
suspended development until the year 1868, when a well 
was sunk to a depth of 418 feet, and a good flow of oil 
was found. 

In anchoring the pipe or casing of this well, the unex- 
pected discovery was made that underneath this oil 
stratum there was an almost pure sulpbur rock. Later 
developments proved this rock to be from 125 to 250 fect 
thick and almost pure sulphur, consequently of much 
greater value than oll. Here the problem of how to get 
the sulphur presented itself. Various schemes for min- 
ing were devised; it was thought that a practical plan 
would be to sink a shaft to the sulphur rock. 

Acting upon this, a wooden curbing about twenty feet 
square was put down to a depth of about ninety feet, and 
the work temporarily suspended; the remains of this and 
of other wooden shafts can be seen at the mine, filled 
with a seepage of oil. 

In 1870, 122 steel rings, twelve feet in diameter, five 
feet in width, each weighing seven and three-quarter 
tons, were imported from France. They were landed on 
Moss Bluff, the homestead of Oliver Moss, on the Cal- 
casieu River, seven or eight miles southeast of the mines; 


from there they were rolled overland to the mines. To 


this enterprise we are indebted for the fine cinder road 
through the marsh, that we drive over today, in going 
from Sulphur City to the mine. This road was built te 
roll these rings over, and a more beautiful drive it would 
be hard to imagine. It twists and turns in its firmness 
to catch all the slight elevations, and overshadowed by 
oaks, from whose branches are trailing garlands of Span- 
ish moss, and “mistletoe, such as the Druids cut down 
with golden hatchets at Yule-tide.” The trumpet flower 
and the grape vine have run their ladders aloft to the 
great staunch arms of the cedar; screens of Spanish pal- 
metto hide all that's unsightly, and when “from a neigh- 
boring thicket the mocking bird, wildest of singers,” 
“shakes from its little throat such floods of delicious 
music, that the whole air and the woods seem silent to 
listen,” one’s thoughts turn to the scene of Evangeline’s 
hopes and her sorrow—the “Eder of Louisiana.” 

Without a moment of warning, our reverie is broken 
by a city of derricks, and the odor of the fragrant mag- 
nolia, which has lured us on In our day dream, is ab- 
sorbed by the odor of the sulphur, which wrangles and 
discords with romance, and brings us face to face with 
reality in the form of the old steel shaft, which is just 
south and east of the power-house, where it stands, and 
will stand for ages, a monument to fortunes spent and 
ambitions. wrecked. This shaft is full and o’erflowing 
with oll, black and greasy enough for Bruin or Rockefel- 
ler. 

Thirty-eight of the 122 castings were used, making a 

shaft 190 feet deep, when a bed of quicksand was encoun- 
tered, which completely stopped operations at that time. 
The work was taken up again and again, with failure 
as the result, and was finally abandoned. 
' The eighty-four castings unused, representing thous- 
ands and thousands of dollars—a part of them stil) at 
Moss Bluff—in recent years have been broken up and 
sold for old iron. Just about one year ago several car- 
loads were shipped to a foundry at Beaumont, Tex., that 
were brought from Moss Bluff in barges, and laaded into 
cars at the wharf of the Perkins & Miller Lumber Com- 
pany, in Westlake. 

In the natural course of events, the sulphur mine prop- 
erty came into possession of the Standard Oil Company, 
whose first work was to make a test of their holdings for 
one mile each way; they found a bed of sulphur between 
400 and 500 feet from the surface, which is from 125 to 
250 feet thick, and will average 98 per cent. pure. This, 
estimated by the most conservative mining engineers, at 
the lowest valuation, convinced the Standard Oi] Com- 
pany that within the square mile of tested territory they 
have over $37,000,000 worth of sulphur. 

This knowledge spurred them to action. Herman 
Frasch, a stockholder in the Union Sulphur Company, 
conceived the idea that the sulphur could be melted and 
forced to the surface in liquid form. After years of hard 
work, expensive and experimental, they have just fin- 
ished pumping, and have still in the cooling vats, 2000 
tons of sulphur from one well, which is proof conclusive 
that the problem of sulphur mining is solved. With pat- 
ents pending, the process in detail is their secret, but 
the general plan is to sink a well with five casings. 

No. 1, the outside casing, is 13-inch pipe, driven 
through the quicksand. No. 2 is 10-inch pipe, anchored 
in the sulphur rock. No. 3 is 5%-inch pipe, sunk several 
feet into the sulphur rock. No. 4 is 2%-inch pipe, with 
a screen on the end, and is sunk a little lower than No. 3. 
No. 5 is 1-inch pipe, sunk to the bottom of No. 4. 

When ready to pump a well,.they steam up their fifteen 
immense boilers, with a capacity of 2050 horse-power, 
that consume 13,000 gallons of fuel oil every twenty-four 
hours; and pump into the 6%-inch pipe water, heated to 
about 350 deg. This is continued for eight or ten days, 
when sulphur transformed into a yellow, transparent, 
steaming liquid, is pumped into cooling vats, previously 
prepared of lumber, about 25x100 feet, and one foot, deep, 
where it spreads out, filling the vats and cooling into a 
deep yellow, glistening rock. When thoroughly cooled, 
it is broken up with picks and piled to one side, ready 
for market. 

The product is used, combined with oxygen, ‘hydrogen, 
chlorine, etc., to form important compounds, of great 
value inthe orts In its pure state, it is used extensively 
in the maui: / gunpowder, matches, fertilizers, 
and for vulcanizing rubber, but its chief consumption is 
in the mannfacture of sulphuric acid. Refined sulphur 
is used in various ways as @ medicine. As an article of 
commerce, most of it has been brought from Sicily. The 
present demand far exceeds the supply and the Union 
Sulphur Company are enlarging their plant and prepar- 
ing for continuous operation. 

They now have new material on the ground for fifteen 
additional boilers, of over 3000-horse-power capacity. 
This, in addition to their present power, will make a 
magnificent plant. The company have acquired in fee 
simple about forty-five hundred acres of land in one 
body; this tract is about two miles wide, from east to 
west, while from the northeast corner to the southwest 
corner the distance is nearly five miles. Within this 
territory they have sunk twenty-one wells, in every one 
of which they found ojl and sulphur: from several of the 
wells near the power-house they haye numped sulphur, 
but not one is exhausted,

Red Tapestry in a Dining-room.

RS. E. T. W., writes: “I have been much inter- 
ested in your artécles on artistic home furnishing 
and would be much pleased to have your advice on 
the matter of coloring for our rooms and furniture. 
From the rough sketch which | have made you can see 
how the rooms are situated and how they open together. 
The house is now being built, and we have hardwood 
floors. polished throughout. The woodwork will be pol- 
ished oak. the windows are broad and low, and the re- 
ception room is only separated from the main hall proper 
by carved columns, supporting the curved beam, as I 
have sketched it. The railing is open part way up the 
stairs. We have thought of putting a Pompelian red im- 
ported tapestry in the dining-room, with a little green 
leaf design in it, and a rug with symmetrical design on 
green background, which we have. All other rugs and 
furnishings we will have to get new, and would like to 
carry out a color scheme that you think would give the 
best results. What would you suggest for the library, 
walls and floor? In the way of furnishing we have a 
carved oak library table and Morris chair with brown 
cushions and a Siberian reindeer skin over the back. I 
would like to have the reception room in yellow, and 
furnished daintily, but we do not know whether it should 
be done so, or treated entirely as @ hall. Would it do 
to have them different? What would you suggest? 
Would you use one large rug in these rooms or small 
ones’ Upstairs we want to furnish a den, and have for 
the floor a Navajo blanket, mostly purple, with some 
ged and yellow in it. What would you put on the walls, 
end what would vou suggest as a suitable covering for a 
large couch for that room? What color do you think 
@ould look best in library and hall?” 

If you wi'l leave the walls of your hall with e rough 
eoat of plaster and then calcimine this with a very soft 
@hadée of yellow tan. you can secure a beautiful effect 
bv papering the wails of reception room with a pure 
ereamy yellow paper with some gold in the figures. You 
@nderstand that | mean to eliminate the grayish tone of 
the trall that is always in tan, and in the reception room 
Warm it into a pure golden vellow. Your ceiling in the 
geception room should be plain yellow down to the pic- 
ture mold. If you cannot afford curtains of yellow bro- 
cade over white lace in reception room, use yellow raw 
silk over point desprit net. A large rug having much 
Capestry blue in it would contrast beautifully with your 
yellow walls and curtains. The tapestry with which your 
two chairs and divan, er Davenport, are upholstered 
should combine these two colors if possible. A few 
graceful and handsome pieces of mahogany will complete 
the furnishing charmingly. It would be well to em 
phaaize the pretty and picturesque effect of your pillars 
fn the hall. by the use of some dwarf palms in Chinese 
jardinieres on teakwood stools. Hangings of tapestry 
lined toward the reception room with yellow lining ailk, 
would look well if practicable. I would furnish and 
eolor the library with a strong cold green. Your Morris 
chair in brown would look well im here. You could ob- 
tain a dignified and handsome effect here in a compara- 
tively inexpensive way. Kalsomine the rough walls of 
library with the plain green. but above the picture mold, 
which should be set at least eighteen inches from ceil- 
ing. havé a smooth coat of plaster as if for papering. 
Now find a tapestry pattern in paper which reproduces 
your green in its design with other rich colors and put- 
ting it between the picture mold and ceiling it will give 
you the effect of a richly-painted tapestry frieze. Your 
ceiling proper can be washed with plain green a little 
lighter than the side walis. Turkish rugs on your li- 
brary floor would be the most beautiful thing you could 
use. A large central one would break up the room leas 
than smaller ones. if you can afford it. You will find 
that one having mulberry red,and shot with orange will 
show up wel! with the coid-green walls. A soft shade 
of rather dark Indian red seems to work up well with 
all Navajo biankets. A Navajo blanket is a desirable 
covering for a couch tn an Indian den. I like your idea 
for the dining-room walls very much. I wish you would 
hang the windows with the tapestry used on walls, lining 
the straight curtains to sill. with green silk correspond- 
ing with the leaf of the design. Arabian net should be 
hung under these.

if | knew the coloring of your parlor I could give you 
specific directions for your mantel, but will do the best 
I can for you without this knowledge. I would just here 
endeavor to imprese upon my readers that the thing to 
eonsiier before all others in obtaining an effect is color- 
ing. I! colors do not correspond, or harmonize or beau- 
tifully contrast, the most expensive draperies, furniture 
and carpets are utterly wasted es far as the desired re- 
sult, restful beauty, is concerned. When I have devised 
for the use of others certain combinations in these 
things the thought of the coloring has been uppermost 
inmy mind. AsT have often said, the schemes given for 
expensive materials may be followed in line and color 
in cheaper stuffs and the result of an artistic and rest- 
ful room remains the same. So it is with the illustra- 
tions published, they are an exposition of what some in- 
dividtnal has already achieved and are offered ag much 
as practical siggestions to those with an income of 
“nothing a year,” for the proper placing of furniture. 
rugs. pictures, ornaments, and general arrangement of 
their belongings, as to those who can follow them 
exactly. Ag the doctrine that am trying

As for the marble mantel: Cover a smooth board 
slightly wider (perhaps) than the original mantel with 
Fabrikona (a prepared burlap) in the color your fur- 
nishings call for, fastening it acrogs the front with 
handsomely-finished nail heads in wrought-iron, brass 
or old silver. Let us assume that this coloring should 
be crimeon, or a soft purple, mulberry red. On the 
chimney breast above the mantel fasten a panel of this 
burlaps the width of mantel and about three feet high. 
This can be put up with small tacks and the edge out- 
lined with a narrow molding corresponding with the 
woodwork of your room. This finish should be very un- 
obtrusive. If you have a mirror over the mantel this 
decoration will of course not be necessary. If you have 
no mirror you will find that carrying the red up in this 
way above the mantel is very effective, as it forms a 
beautiful background for pictures, statuary or casts. 
Now from the shelf hang curtains in a softly-toned old 
brocade to the floor. The nail heads I spoke of can each 
be put in the midst of a shallow and accurately made 
box-pleat of the brocade, forming a valance about a 
foot in width around front and ends of mantel shelf. 
Your long curtains should be run on a small brass rod 
with little rings so that when you use grate they can 
be well pushed back on either side. Byven if you have 
very little money to spend do not be dismayed at the 
suggestion of brocade. A handsome mixture of silk and

wool 42 inches wide can be bought for $1.50 a yard. But 
| would warn you against crude colors. There is a shade 
of hunter's green which would be very charming as 
drapery for this mantel. 

Suggestions for Papers. : 

M. D. B., Los Angeles, writes: “I write to ask you 
if you would make a few suggestions to me about wall 
paper, mantels and hardwood floors? will 
you give me an idee where iI 
the hardwood floors? My 
finished in tan, drawing-room in two tones of yellow, 
dining-room in green, my room in blue and the guest 
chamber in pink. I am particularly anxious to find the 
latest styles in papering.”’ 

In your tan hall I would advise the use of plain paper 
on the walls and ceiling. The side walls of the draw- 
ing-room should be of yellow, white and gold in delicate 
and yet dignified designs. Arabesques and colonial pat- 
terns are more appropriate than flowers in parlors in 
almost all cases. Your ceiling in here should be in plain, 
clear yellow. The walls in the dining-ropm could be 
of plain, green paper, with @ fringe of tapestry paper 
having green in it. The ceiling of café au lait would 
look well with these walls. Delft blue in your own 
room and in the pink bedroom side walls of pink roses 
on a white ground with a ceiling of plain pink would be 
extremely effective. I think you can find an agent for 
the hardwood floors through your builder. The plain 
style is much prettier than the ones that come in pat- 
terns and figures. These are called “parquetry” and are 
mosaic.

Poetic Title Deed. 


MONG the deeds, out of the ordinary, which have 
been filed for record in this (Cass) county since the 
records of such instruments have been kept, there is 
one which has attracted, from time to time, widespread 
attention. It is known as “The Poetic Deed,” and was 
drawn by the late Hon. J. Henry Shaw of Beardstown, 
Ill., when he transferred certain property of his own 
unto Charles E. Wyman, and was filed for record Aug. 
9, 1881. 

Hon. J. Shaw was born in Boston, Mass, July 25, 
1826; settied in this section of Illinois ten years later, 
and was prominently identified with the early story 


entire school education was limited to three weeks in a 
country school near here in 1837, where be obtained the 
elements of the arts of reading and writing. 

The poetic deed preserves all legal points, and is re- 
garded by members of the bar as a masterpiece, so much 
80 in fact that copies have been sent from time to time 
to judges and lawyers in many States of the Union. 

The deed is recorded in volume 40 of deeds, page 251, 
and is ag follows: 

1, J. Henry Shaw, the grantor herein, 

Who live at Beardstown, Cass county, within, 

For seven hundred dollars, to me paid today 

To Charlies E. Wyman do sell and convey, 

Lot two (2,) in block forty (40,) said county and town, 
Where Illinois River flows placidly down, : 

’ And warrant the title for ever and eye, 

Waiving a homestead and mansion, to both a good-by, 
And pledging this deed is valid in law, 

I add here my signature, J. Henry Shaw. 

(Seal) Dated July 25, 1881. 

I, Sylvester Emmons, who live at Beardstown, 

A justice of peace of fame and renown, 

Of the county of Cass and Illinais State, 

Do certify here that on this same date, 

One J. Henry Shaw to me did make known, 

That the deed above and name were his own, 

And he stated he sealed and delivered the same, 
Voluntarily, freely, and never would claim, 

His homestead therein: but left all alone, 

Turned his face to the street and his back to bis home

BOTANY. 
Our State Flower. 

BOOK destined to win the hearts of all Californians 
and all guests to this State has been written by Em- 
ery Evans Smith and comes from Palo Alta It is 

dedicated to that hofiorable body, “The California State 
Floral Society.” The author has written a charming pre- 
face, in which he calls attention to the vast and beautiful 
fields which are parts of the golden glory of the State. 
To quote his own words: ‘To appreciate the brimming en- 
thusiasm of those who understand and love this meadow 
queen one needs to visit the poppy fields in early morn- 
ing and see the tremulous seas of fairy hearts and dia- 
monds poised on myriad crimson spears, scintillating 
rainbow lights. The great orange flowers of yesterday 
again unroll their golden sheaves to take a farewell look 
at ‘the world beautiful,’ the sea of waving, shimmering 
gold ripples with the passing zephyr, flashing orange 
lights, such as no beacon fire ever can.” M. Pau! de 
Longpré of Los Angeles has contributed two water-col- 
ors, one of which, the frontispiece, has been reproduced 
in a three-color photo-engraving. The author has been 
aided by representative artists of the State, and has made 
the work of beautiful interest and accomplishment. 
Photographs of the State flower in its varied alluring 
moods are included in the artistic production, and cover 
design, marginal decorations and varied illustrations 
show the poppy in architecture, in tapestry, in wal! 
paper, and Creton design, and its special adaptation to 
the ornamentation of pottery. 

Probably no flower in the whole garden of flora has 
more romantic traditions and associations than the Cali- 
fornia poppy. It was first brought to the attention of 
early explorers, but a romantic interest attaches to the 
coming of two voyagers to these shores, for one of them 
was destined to give the plant his name. Eschscholts, 
who is said to have spent a month exploring this penin- 
Bula in 1816, journeyed with Chamisso, who had just 
written bis far-famed “Peter Schlemihl,” the story of the 
man who lost his shadow. The public has been unde- 
cided as to Chamisso'’s meaning and what was intended 
by the shadow, and if it was that sense of sojitude which 
is expressed in his narrative poem, “Salas y Gomez.”

One reads in the opening chapters of Mr. Gale's book 
that Korea is about the size of Utah. The peninsula, 
stretching southward, is a convenient highway for the 
Japanese on their way to the Celestial Empire. The 
population is supposed to be about twelve millions. The 
configuration of the land forms mountain ranges which 
are the sites of an ient graves. They are looked upon as 
dragons, and ‘distribute various atmospheres over the 
land propitious and unpropitious.” 

The people claim to be a race descended from the 
gods, admixed with Chinese. They have a. horror of 
foreigners, who are called yong in, or men of the sea. 

The writer states that he was overwhelmed by his first 
impression of a Korean, in his wide pantaloons and 
white dress, and topknot. He says: “Little did I dream 
that he valued his topknot so highly, or that in every 
seam of his wide pantaloons were stitched ancestral 
reverence, Confucian propriety, ancient traditions, and 
other tremendous considerations that certainly required 
all that width of garment.” 

The first impressions of Seoul, “through surroundings } 
as mysterious as dreamland,” show strange vistas to the 
western mind. The poor coolie is said to live in constant 
dread lest his topknot be not safe. “A passing devil 
may cut it off in the dark, so he seldom goes out at 
night." The author enumerates some of the traditions 
and fetiches of the people which the ancestral systems 
have bequeathed, and concludes that the wrinkles in the 
faces of coolies chiefly come from their fears of evil 
powers. 

An interesting page describes the two different lan- 
guages of the country. “One is the written or eye- 
language, and the other spoken or ear | . No 
one understands the eye-language when it is read, and 
no one thinks of writing the ear-language as it is spoken. 
When you make a note of what is said, you have to 
translate it from the ear-language into the eye-lan- 
guage.” The languages in their character and construe- 
tion differ as widely as English differs from Syriac: for 
they belong to different families and are in no sense 
related whatever. The ear-language, which all the peo- 
ple understand, is considered beneath the dignity of the

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Perfumes from Flowers.° 

DWARD EGGERS, who describes himself as a 

“perfumery specialist,” writes to The Times sug- 

gesting that he would like to get into correspond- 
ence with some one, or some company in this section, 
with a view to the establishment of aa industry for the 
manufacture of perfumes from flowers, of which he would 
take charge. Mr. Eggers has published a pamphlet de- 
scribing the perfumery industry in the South of France 
and proposing a codperative perfumery factory to be 
erected at Grasse with American capital. 

There have been several attempts to induce the manu- 
facture of perfumes from flowers in Southern California 
during the past fifteen years, but, so far as The Times is 
aware, none of them have met with great success. The 
chief obstacle, as in the case of silk culture, tea culture 
and other similar industries, appears to be the high price 
of labor, which enters so largely into the cost of produc- 
tion. Then, again, it is a fact that a majority of the 
California flowers, while exceedingly beautiful in ap- 
pearance, do not have the fragrance which attaches to 
flowers raised in a more humid climate. However, there 
is certainly enough perfume in such flowers as the or- 
ange and the tuberose, and it may be that with these and 
some others a success may yet be achieved along this Line. 
Some time ago an expert who was visiting Los Angeles 
declared that a much larger income could be obtained 
from the orange flowers than from the fruit. If thig is 
#0, the subject is certainly worthy of investigation.

California Butter Production. 


HE California Cultivator publishes a table showing 

the butter product of California for the year ended 
Sctober 1, 1901. The total amounts to 29,730,882 pounds, 
Sr 14.865 tons, of which 19,017,512 pounds were made by 
the creaemry method, and 10,713,370 pounds by the dairy 
method. Of this amount, 7,508.199 pounds or about 25 
per cent., were produced in the thirteen counties of 
Southern California. The leading counties in butter pro- 
cuction were Humboldt. 3.899.421 pounds; Marin, 3,761,- 
841 pounds; Sonoma, 3.01 pounds; San Luis Obispo, 
1,274,096 pounds, and Los Angeles, 1,273,939 pounds. It 
will thus be seen that two of the counties of Southern 
California are now among the five leading counties of the 
State in butter production. It is only a few years since 
this section imported most of the butter consumed.

Removing Alkali. 

HE recent report of government experts to the effect 

that a considerable proportion of the land on the 
Colorado Desert, which is now being irrigated, contains 
an undue proportion of alkaK, lends importance to the 
question of removing this objectionable feature, which 
ig found here and there in the soils of Southern Cali- 
fornia. The Fresno Republican recently published the 
following on this subject: 

“The committee from the Chamber of Commerce hav- 
ing in charge the alkali experiment, has been quite suc- 
cessful in its solicitations for subscriptions, and reports 
more than half of the money already subscribed. The 
remainder will be raised early in the week. The site 
selected for the experiment is on Fig avenue; and the 
work of preparing the necessary facilities for the experi- 
ment has already been commenced. 

“The manner in which the experiment will be con- 
ducted has already been described, and will unquestion- 
ably be of greatinterest and value in the study of prac- 
tical methods of removing alkali or avoiding its in- 
jurious effects. 
expects to remain here for two years at least, and is one

ment employ. This is the first time that any oppor- 
tunity for making practical tests of the methods of re- 
moving alkali has been afforded. The experiment will 
be made on quite_an extensive scale, and will undoubt-

Oil and Gas at Chino. 


HE Chino Champion publishes the following: 

“The production of oil on the Chino ranch is be- 
ginning to take a tangible form. The Chino Land and 
Water Company has two wells on the hills south of town 
from which they are pumping or are able to pump, ac- 
cording to the best information we can get, from fifty 
to one hundred barrels per day. They have near the 
wells a tank, but have been obliged so far to haul out 
of the hills on wagons all the oil they have marketed. 

“Now, however, a pipe line is being laid and is about 
completed to the flats at the foot of the bi!l<. from where 
the haul will be much easier. This pipe line is of four- 
inch size and about one and one-half miles long. It is 
said to be the intention of the company to ultimately 
extend it to the railroad in Chino. They are now making 
fuel contracts with a number of firms and individuals 
through the valley. 

“The production of oi] in this new field seems now ad 


be firmly established, and it is expected that the com- 
pany will extend their developments until the field shall 
be fully exploited. This promises much for business 
activity in Chino.” 

The same paper tells as follows of a reported strike of 
natural gas at that place: 

“C. H. Jennings reports that he has a big flow of 
natural gas from the oil well he has been drilling in the 
hills south of town. The quantity of gas is so great— 
estimated at 2,000,000 cubic feet per day—that it is con- 
sidered more valuable than an oil well, and drilling has 
been stopped. Mr. Jennings says he is arranging to pack 
and cap the well, and a pipe line will be laid from it to 
deliver gas to some available market. The gas flow is 
not only large, but steady, and it is believed will have 
a long life. A well drilled by Mr. Jennings for the 
Liberty Oi! Company a short distance from this and in 
the same formation, over a year ago, has been spouting 
gas ever since it was drilled. For some time it has been 
burning, somebody having set it on fire. The gas is 
said to be of good quality for illumination or power pur- 
poses. The Jennings Oil Company will commence an- 
other well on the same plece of ground at once and de 
velop for either oil or gas.” 


A Strong Company. 


HE directors of the United Electric Gas and Power 

Company are said to now represent a capital of $80.,- 
000,000. Among the new work that is to be undertaken 
by this company, according to the Santa Barbara Inde- 
pendent, is the laying of ten miles of additional gas 
pipes in that city, and the building of new brick car 
barns. H. C. Merritt, Jr., the new president, is a resi-; 
dent of Pasadena. Although barely thirty years of age, 
he is said to have made several million dollars by for- 
tunate investments. 


An Agricultural Reserve. 


N INTERESTING experiment is about to be made by 

the government in the shape of a large reserve for ex- 
perimental purposes in Arizona. The Tucson Citizen 
says: 

“The Santa Cruz Valley is to be reserved by the gov- 
ernment and placed under a commission to be governed 
in the same manner as the forest reserves. This is part 
of a great experiment being comiucted by the Department 
of Agriculture and the Santa Cruz Valley reserve will be 
the first of its kind to be established in the United 
States. The valley is to be reserved in order to restock 
it with the native grasses and to regulate the number of 
cattle that will be permitted to graze on the land. This 
reservation will not exclude homestead or mineral entry, 
but will merely place the land under the supervision of 
a@ goverment commission. 

“The plan to reserve the Santa Cruz Valley for this 
purpose was conceived some time ago and those inter- 
ested have been actively at work on the matter for al- 
most a year. Credit is due in a large measure to Prof. 
R. H. Forbes of the University of Arizona, for the selec- 
tion of the Santa Cruz Valley as the place to conduct 
this great experiment to be made by the Department of 
Agriculture, which, if successful, will be adopted for re- 
deeming the ruined ranges in many sections of this 
western country. 

“The matter had been before the Department of Agri- 
culture for some time when Prof. Forbes went to Wash- 
ington about two months ago, on business connected with 
the agricultural experiment station here, of which he lis 
director. While in Washington, Prof. Forbes was a warm 
advocate of the establishing of the proposed reserve to 
be undertaken as an experiment, and he presented the 
advantages of the Santa Cruz Valley as one of the best 
places in this western country to conduct this experi-

department and, as a result of Prof. Forbes's efforts, a 
reserve will be established in the Santa Cruz Valley. 

“The first news of the favorable action of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture came yesterday, when Prof. Forbes 
received a letter from Gifford Pincnot, the National 
Forester, saying that he was delighted to state that the 
Secretary of the Interior had approved the plan for a 
reserve south of Tucson, and that the papers in the 
matter had gone to the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, with orders to prepare a proclamation re- 
serving the proposed tract, which includes the entire 
Santa Cruz Valley from the Southern Pacific to Santa 
Rita Mountains. 

“The experiment station here has no direct.connection 
with this reserve, although they have been carrying on 
experiments in the same line for about two years, and 
they will probably be called on for the results they have 
reached, and these results will largely determine the 
method to be employed in restocking the range with na- 
tive grasses. The experiment station already has a small 
reserve just north of the Southern Pacific Railroad, a 
few miles east of town. They have been conducting ex- 
periments on this 360-acre tract for the past two years 
and the success of these experiments was largely instru- 
mental in securing the reserve for the Santa Cruz Valley. 

“These experiments were begun some time ago, under 
Dr. Griffith, a special agent of the Department of Agri- 
culture, who was stationed at the University last year. 
He threw up some small dams on the lower side of the 
watershed on the tract belonging to the university and 
planted grass seeds collected from the surrounding coun- 
try. After the rains, the water backed up on the land 
and kept it moist fcr some time.

‘If a per- 
fectly healthy man is sent to prison for life,” says Baron 
d*‘Arblay, the Belgian philanthropist, ‘his lungs, as a 
rule, will show the first symptoms of disease and shorten 
his misery by a hectic decline, unless he should commit 
Suicide.’ 
Erratic Thermometers. 


T IS highly important that thermometers, which are 

used to take the temperature of a patient, should be 
true. This is not always the case. A curious fact in con- 
nection with thermometers was recently montioned to a 
newspaper man by a Philadelphia dealer in surgical and 
chemical instruments, ete., and it seems worthy of rela- 
tion because of its Interests to druggists. This dealer sald 
that he wis often bothered by the unaccountable “craz!- 
ness of thermometers even of the highest-priced ones, 
these registering all the way from zerotothe top of the 
tube without any apparent cause, and at one time he used 
to throw such away in disgust. Now, when he finds a ther- 
mometer off on a tear he simply hangs it up perpendic- 
ularly on a velvet-faced card and keeps it in a dark place 
where the temperature is nearly even for a few weeks or 
months, as may be required. This rest; as he calls it, 
he claims wil] bring the craziest thermometer back to 
working shape again, and it seldom has to be repeated. 
The cheap clinical thermometers sold in the department 
stores were denounced as being absolutely dangerous: 
they often failed to record a high fever when present 
and thus were the cause of false diagnoses. The dealer 
declared that every doctor and druggist ought to warn 
people against them. He recommended that druggists 
keep and advertise a line of good clinical thermometers, 
but said that each one should be tested before it is sold, 
no matter how costly it may be. To test a thermometer 
takes but little time. The best way is to immerse it in 
Water at 90 deg. with a known standard thermometer 
and then to raise the temperature to 110 deg., noting the 
reading of the tested instrument at each dezree. Testing 
thermometers by the clerk placing one in his mouth, 
while easy, did not always please the waiting customer.”

One Staté, for instance, recognizes 4 diploma from col- 
leges that ‘hardly a dozen pbysicians in Chicago ever 
heard of, and refuse a license to graduates of schoo!s 
who have the strictest and highest requirements of any 
in the Unit@ States, and have been graduating phy- 
siclans over a half a score of years, Unless they, at an 
enormous expense, make a long pilgrimage to their holv 
place of power, pay a large fee, and pass an examina- 
tion that the examiners themselves could hardly an- 
swer.” .

EW YORK, March 3.—So far as the well-dressed

for his amusement floating gardens of cedar wood,

The first attempt to raise them was made in the thir- 
teenth century, but it was found impossible. In 1446 
Cardinal Prospero Colona employed Leon Batista Al-

He used 
pontoon pridges, windlasses and inflated bladders. In 
1535 Francesco de Marchi of Bologna, a great military 
engineer, made another attempt, an account of which 
‘is given in his work on “Military Architecture.” He was 
unable to do anything, but obtained accurate measure- 
ments and other valuable information coneérning the 
objects of his search. A diver who spent several months 
in their examination, brought up samples of richly- 
wrought bronze which had become detached from the 
decorations. Nothing further was done until 1827, when 
another engineer succeeded in breaking off the prow of 
one of the vessels, to its permanent injury. 

Five years ago Signor Berghi, a learned antiquarian, 
obtained permission from the Orsini family to make an- 
other attempt, and, although he was unsuccessful in ace 
complishing his purpose, he managed, with his grap- 
pling irons, to rip up the palaces pretty generally and 
has probably destroyed much of their value and beauty. 
He took out many beautiful decorations of bronze and 
marble before he was stopped by the Minister of Publie 
Instruction, who has charge of antiquarian researches in 
Italy. The articles are now hidden away to escape con- 
fiscation by the government, which has been trying to 
get hold of them. There has been a bitter controversy 
over the matter in the newspapers and in pampblets, 
and the government has forbidden the use of any turther 
methods that will injure the boats. Berghi has there- 
fore organized a company and is now offering the shares 
for sale in order to raise money to drain the lake far 
enough to allow him to get at the ships and dredge the 
bottom for fragments that may have become detached, 
The boats are made of cedar, with a thick coating of 
pitch and covered with cloth, on the outside of which a 
skin of sheet lead of great thickness is fastened with 
copper nails.

THE FORCE OF VIBRATION. 


“AN ARCHITECT TELLS WHY A FIDDLE CAN 
SHAKE A GREAT BUILDING. 


[Indianapolis News:] “What force least expected does 
the greatest damage to buildings?” a News represenja- 
tive asked a well-known architect. 

“It Is difficult to tell. But I will venture to say that 
you would never expect violin playing to injure the 
walls of a building. Yet that is certainly the case. 
There have been |nstances when the walls of stone and 
brick structures have been seriously damaged by the 
vibrations from a violin. Of course these cases are un- 
usual, but the facts are established. The vibrations of 
a violin are something terrible in their unseen, un- 
bounded forte, and when they come in contact with 
regularity they bear their influence upon structures of 
stone, brick or iron. Of course it takes continuous play- 
ing for many years to loosen masonry or to make iron 
brittle, but that result is obtained. In the great Ma- 
sonic Temple in Chicago I have thought of what the re- 
sult might be if a man would stand on the first floor, at 
the bottom of the nineteen-story light well, and play. 
there continuously. The result could be more easily 
seen there than almost any place else, because the vi- 
bration gathers force as it sweeps upward. A man can 
feel the vibrations of a violin on an ironclad ocean ves- 
sel, and at the same time be unable to hear the music. 
It is the regularity of the vibration which means 40 
much. Like the constant dripping of Water wearing 
‘Away a stone, the incessant vibration of the violin makes 
its way to the walls, and attacks their solidity.” 

“But why doesn’t this vibration affect the player?” 

“Because man is a flexible object. He can give way to 
motion and resume his place again. A frame building 
would not be damaged by vibration because the timbers 
are flexible. But it is different with masonry. 

. “You may have noticed that a dog crossing the room 
will shake the entire building na, matter how small! the 
dog. A dog can shake a suspension bridge. There are 
some great and valuable bridges which dogs are never 
allowed to cross, except when carried. You see, in that 
case it is the regularity of the vibration that is so pow- 
erful. The dog's movement is a fixed and positive in- 
stitution. The first step on the bridge is not noticed so 
much, but every step comes just alike, at the same in- 
terval, and with the same firmmess. The force gathers 
momentum, and each step makes the bridge sway more. 
But there is another way that it may perhaps be illus- 
trated better. As you sit there raise one foot partially 
on tip-toe. That's it. Now work your knee up and 
down rapidly and regularly. See how everything in the 
room rattles and the floor shakes? That illustrates the 
dog step’s power better than anything else. You and I 
and all our friends could not jump up and down in this 
room and shake the floor as you have just shaken it 
while sitting down and using only the force of one leg. 
It is the regularity of the vibration which is powerful.” 


A BRITISH EMPIRE FLAG. 


A DESIGN 1S PREPARING FOR A NEW ENSIGN TO 
GIVE THE COLONIES REPRESENTATION. 


{London Express:] At last an ensign which shall 
adequately represent Great Britain both at home and be- 
yond seas seems assured. 

The Exprees is able to announce that the King has 
received with favor the suggestion that a new flag was 
needed to keep pace with the growing empire, and that 
a finished design for the same will be submitted to His 
Majesty next week. 

C. D, Bennett, the cousin of a distinguished colonial 
Governor, and himself well known in several of the col- 
onies, has been intrusted with the responsibility of pre- 
paring this design. 

Mr. Bennett has had many difficulties to contend with 
in evolving harmonious and artistic design, which 
should fittingly express British sovereignty. 

He has succeeded, however, in giving our colonial 
possessions full representation without sacrificing the 
chief feature of the old flag—the cross of St. George— 
which is in itself a familiar emblem of England's power 
in every quarter of the globe. 

The following is a description of the new empire flag, 
as given officially to the Express: 
On an absolutely white ground is embroidered a 
golden sun—typical of a race on whose dominions the 
sun never sets—shining on a large red cross of St. 
George, representing, of course, the empire at home. 
In the left-hand corner is an imperial crown, the sign of 
one great empire, embracing all creeds, tolerating all 
beliefs, but under one great imperial idea. 
Underneath the crown, on a blue scroll, is inscribed 
the Latin rendering of the motto, “The empire on which 
the sun never sets,” which is the proudest boast of ev- 
ery Englishman: 

“Imperium cul nullus 

Solis occasus.” 
In the right-hand top corner of the flag will be placed 
the particular device representative of the empire be- 
yond the sea. For inetance, the flag to be used in India 
will contain the Star of India in the right-hand top 
corner.
